The tablet wasithen placéd in tepid’ water, 
and the! shell loosened, when the dormant 
snail suddenly resuscitated himself, began 
walking about the basin, and finally sat for 
his portrait, Which may bé sden of life-size 
in’Mr, Woodward's ** Manual of the Mol- 
lusca.””) Now, doring those four years the 
snail hed never eatena mouthful of any 

vod, yet he was quito as well and flourish- 
ing at the end of tho period as he had been 
at its beginning. 


Tn the course of some curious eXperiments 
made by Prof, Oharcotin Paris,a patient was 
thrown into a state of catalepsy by looking 
ateadily atthe electric light... To produce 
a state of lethargy or somnambulism on one 
side at the same time, it is said to be sufi- 
cient to close the correspondibg eye. or to 
cut off the light with a screen.

Diving for ambor is ani ocoupation requir- 

ing strong conetitutions. A recent writer 

giver the following description of the work: 

The diyer’s costume consists of a woollen 

garment covering the body, which ia then 

encased in an india-rubber dress, made in 

one piece, but differing in shape from tho 

old-fashioned diving dress, and allowing 

the diver to lie at foll length. . The helmet 

also is of a novel construction, Firmly 

fastened to it,and resting on the shoulders, 

is a small air-chest, made of sheet iron. 

This chest is connected with the air pump 

in the boat abovo by an india-rubber tub- 

ing, forty feet long, and with the diver's 
lungs by another’ india-rubber tube, the 
mouthpiece of which is held by the diver 
between his teeth; tho whole, apparatus 
being scientifically arranged so as to, admit 
4 suflicient supply of pore air from above, 

and means of exit for the expired breath. 

The helmet is provided with three opénings 
covered with glass, and protected by wiro, 
for the use of the eyes and mouth, When 
this contrivance has been screwed. on to 
the person of the diver, a rope tied round 
his waist, and half a hundred of lead at- 
tached 'to his feet, shoulders, and helmet, 
he is allready for his plunge.“ Down 
fathoms deep, he descends into the amber 
world,’ He stays there—imaybe for five 
hours at a time—hooking, dragging, tear- 
ing the amber from its bed with his heavy 
two-pronged fork, Often it resists his. ut- 
most efforts. However cold the weather 
may be, these men ‘of iron strength will 
come up from ‘their ‘submarine Jabors 
streaming with’ prespiration. The over- 
seer stauds in vhe boat to receive the amber 
from their pockets. In case he should 
wish to ascend before the usual time, the 
diver has to close his mouth, and breathe 
five or six times through his nostrils,” by 
this means’ filling the ‘apparatus with air, 
which will bring him to the ‘surface with- 
out other assistance. » Tho diving boats are 
manned by eight men each, two divers,two 
pairs of men, who work the air pumps al- 
ternately, with their eyes fixed on a dial- 
ylate, by which the supply of air is nicely 
regulated, one mau to hold the safety rope 
attached round the diver’s body and haul 
him ‘upat the slightest sign from below and 
the overseer.

The system 
would ensure a correct return, and would be 
permanent, as no inatter how sinall the log* 
were the charge would be the same propor: 


tionately. He did not know why the rate 
was imposed on cedar 14 ft, long, as cedar 
was not out of that length, and 


what tho lumbermen asked was to allow stuff 
of 16 to 17 feet, to wit two posts or 
two ties, to be passed at the rate now 
charged for 14 feet. Tho lumbermen consid 
ered the tariff on timber and floats fair; that 
on ties too high, aud that on posts burden- 
some.

It being, howeyer, found incon- 
venient to get through the job in one night, a 
division was made, and some twenty were 
chosen, These wero severely beaten and 
kicked, the women being shamefully treated, 
When lifeless they were hurled into a large 
wellin the garden. Children were torn to 
pieces before their parents’ eyes, and the par” 
onts put to death. Tho Meckra Princo was 
mado a witnoss of the most atrocious conduct 
‘towards his-wife-and—shildren,and. saw_ his 
aged mother beaten senseless to the ground 
and then dragged to the well and tumbled in. 
Thongya’s family fared the same, as also the 
two Menghoes, the Myodawlar, his two sons, 
and the Phawoon, The Princes, instead of 
being put in along with their families, wore 
killed last and thrown into the river,”

(From the London Telegraph ») 


‘The regimental colors of the Twenty- 
fourth are saved, though stained with 
honest blood ; there is silence again on the 
battle-field of Isandula; the noble little 


garrison at Rorke’s Drift has been relieved;' 


but the names of certain "brave" Englibh- 
mén are already familiarto the: lips that 
Mopank the story of.tho.comp thatiwaa Aa 

fended, and the tale of the colors that were 
won, When the struggle was almost at an 
end, and the strength of the mep woll-nigh 
spent, when Pulleine and Durnford, at Jast 
beaten back and hopelessly surrounned, 
‘wero attacked in rear and front, when the 
ammunition was exhausted and the Ueadly 
assegais were cruelly stabbing, among the 
ranks of the Twenty-fourth, we seem to 
realize the dramatic picture that culminated 
in that ghastly struggle. When all was 
well-nigh over, and it was requisite to “do 
or die,” we seem to see “Lieut. Smith 
Dorrien swift of foot, and trusting to tho 
powers that had won him, University .re- 
nown at many an athletic contest, dashing 
headlong and desperate, through the cruel 
ranks of the enemy, determined to seek 
assistance or pérish in thé ‘attenipt. Close 
at hand’is Uapt. Stewart’‘Smith, whio has 
given up all for lost, whose life is not worth 
an instant’s purchase, but who will not die 
before he had spiked the gun he can, no 
longer defend, and who does, not receive 
his mortal wound before he has spoiled the 
means of dealing death to his comrades, 
No soldier ever fell moro gloridusly.” * But 
he had missed the Victoria Cross ; and now 
comes the time when the colors must ‘be 
saved, It was all but over.) The battle is 
lost,; but the Twenty-fourth Regiment must 
be true to its flag. 

At the mess-room table, and round the 
fire in the barrack-room,..they have told 
with, pride the story of the old colors of 
the corps, which for ten years past have 
hong a trophy in St. Mary's Church, 
Warwick. Every private soldier and young 
lieutenant in the regiment had read about 
the battle of Chillianwallah in 1849, and 
has been fired with enthusiasm at” that 
record of the regimental flag,° which was 
carried off the field by four officers in 
succession, allof whom died defending jit, 
until at*last the stout flag-staff was, shot 
away and the colors were left deserted on 
the ground from which the regiment were 
compelled to retreat — ‘Thon came tho turn 
of Privato Richard Porry, a‘ Warwick 
man, ” who, when he heard what had hap- 
pened, rushed back in the face of, tho ad- 
yancing Sikhs, and found poor young 
Pennycuick in the agony of death. From 
his faithful grasp he took tho colors, and 
then, returning triumphant with his prize 
—receiving a bullet through his hat, 9 
second on his pouch, and a third riddling 
his haversnack—he was hailed with a cheer 
by his anxious and expdotant comrades. 

With this brave precedent as an oxamplo 
it was not likely that the colors of the 
twenty-fourth would drop without a strug- 
gle on the savago field of Tsandula.~Tho 
sacred charge was ontrusted to Lieuts. Mel- 
ville and Cogwill, and no knights of old 
more faithfully did their duty, At the last 
moment when the disaster was complete, 
hhoraos were got out, and these heroic gen- 
tlomon started off with tho treasured flag. 
Cutting their way with desporate onorgy, 
the colours folded around yonng Moleville’s 
heart, they pierced tho Zulu ranks, ‘Lho 
feat was not accomplished without seriou 
efforts, and an officer, who had managed to 
eucape,reports that he saw! Cogwill slashing 
right and loft in apito of a severe: wound. 
But tho friends atuck to the saddle and 
reached the camp at Rorko’s Drift to find it 
surrounded by the 4,000 Zulus who were 
hold at bay by Liouts, Bromhead and Ohard 
inside the encampment, It would have boon 
madneas once moro to charge the onemy, 
but although again attacked and fatally 
wounded, away thoy raced, and gained the 
Butlulo Rivor. ‘Thoy had strongth enough 
to swim thoir horses across; bub once safo 
on English ground, and 800 yarda feom the 
utroam, the brave follows foll down to dio, 
Cogwill wounded to death, dropped: from 
his saddlo, and his comrade dismounted to 
adsiat him to cload his eyes, Ono momont 
moro and tho heroic dead would have boon 
acoompliahed; but the tyrant death would 
not have it #0. Melville wtruggled to ro-

Similar results had followed oper- 
ations on the dredging of the delta of the 
Rhine, on which'$1;000/000 were expend- 
ed with the result ofreddcing the depth of 
water from 7 to 6 feet. The dredging oper- 
ations of the drift bar at the month of the 
Danube had been successful. The Kamin- 
istiquid was both delta and’ drift bar, and 
he believed no Goyernmont engineer’ had 
recommended the adoption of the present 
mode of dredging, It was utterly jimpos- 
sible to make a harbour of the Kaministi- 
quia under the existing system. 

The motion was carried, also ono regard-

Ontho ¥lat ult., 2 copy of tho corres- 
pondence between the Local Government 
of Princo Edword Island and New Bruns- 
wick, in regard to the Fishory Award was 
proscnted to the House of Commons.

Prairie Fires in Dakota. 


A Harrowing Tale of Destruction— 
Farm Houses, Churches, and 
School-Houses Burned — Num- 
bers of Homeless Families. 

Sioux Crry, Iowa, March 31.—The Journaj 
has startling reports of the ravagen of prairie 
fires up the Big Sioux Valley and throughout 
southern Dakota, Tho fires on Saturday wero 
of unusual force and destructive beyond pre- 
ecdent. The poles on the telograph line on 
the Sioux City and Pembina railway were 
burned, so the line has been down, and re- 
ports from that quarter are not fall. A mer- 
chant of Eden tells a harrowing tale in that 
quarter. On Saturday, from his stoor door, 
he counted thirteen farm houses in flames, and 
he says more than forty famililies in that vicin- 
ity lost everything. ‘The flames travelled with 
such rapidity that people were unable to 
save anything. ‘The stricken people are 
dazéd by the terrible blow that bas fallen on 
them. A large Norwegian church five miles 
from Eden has been burned. Several people 
were dangerously burned and some fatally in 
the vicinity of Portlandville. It is said tha 
twenty families lost their hay, grain, ete., 
west of Elk Point, E. Richardson lost alarge 
amount of grain, A school house with all its 
contents was also burned, 
the telegraph office was burned, “At the éame 
place the Government stables was burned, 
Altogether, immense damage has been done, 
and the hardship to settlers is particularly 
sovero, The grass grew very rank last year, 

.and a protracted dry spell made it powerful 

food for the fire. 

Sroux FAtrs, Dakota, April 1.—The prairie

Horse artillory men 
tended this polished and gleaming, little 
weapon ; and so smart altogether was the 
complete turn out that the eyes of the 
spectators were all directed towards it. 
Vory naturally the Duke of Cambridge 
was attracted by its appearance. _ So work= 
manlike a machine. was well worthy of 
notice, and prevently the Gatling wos seen 
to be unlimbered, while its making and 
manipUlation were explained to the’ Field 
Marshal and his staff, It was uot. stated 
whether the horse artillerymen would ac- 
company the guns or not, but as they were 
on parade it is to be inferred they will. Be 
this as it may, however, no doubt the handy 
little weapon will be well worked, and tend 
somewhat to open the eyes of Cetewayo and 
his warriors with regard to scientific war- 
fare. Oapable of throwing many scores of 
large bullets every minute upon a widely 
spread area at along distance, and keeping 
up the deadily discharge for any, length of 
timo, it was admirsbly adapted for bush 
fighting, being just the description of 
weapon which will make long grass an ex- 
tremely precarious hiding place, and deal 
out tremendous destruction to hordes of 
savages. Very light and strong, it will be 
able to go where heavy artillery: cannot be 
taken, while its effect upon an enemy wn- 
provided with guns will be: simply appall- 
ing.” The London Daily Neus’ special 
telegram from® Pietermaritzburg, Africa, 
reports that “‘ the Gatling guns did /preat 
execution among the enemy,” and The 
Army and Navy Gazette adds that “the 
Gatling guns landed with the naval con- 
tingent from the Active and Tenedes have 
astonished the Zulus, who have been try- 
ing an engagement with our blue jackets. 
naval Toros bie fiad the sansratcion o1* ete 
trying more than one contested position” 
It isa pity that Gatlings are not plentiful: 
in Lord Chelmsford’s army, The Naval 
Brigade have got some, but the artillery 
has none. If there had been a couple of 
Gatlings with the force annihilated the 
other day the result of the fight might have 
been different, for the Gatlings are the 
best of all engines of war todeal with the 
rush of 4 dense crowd.”

Tho location is on tho east rido of Front 
Stroot, nearly opposite to tho Anglo-Amor- 
ican Hotel, and is very convenient for 
business men, the new bank being in the 
very heart of the principal business portion 
of tho city. As a matter of course, the 
banking offices aro on the ground floor, be- 
ing situated in the south end of the build- 
ing, and even from an outside view present 
a very handsome appearanco. Light is 
supplied by two vory large windows of plato 
glass, measuring 7 ft. by 12 ft., and behind 
these will bo placed neatly designed .wire 


screens, on which the name of the bank will 
be prominently inacribed.. The front door, 
which affords a wide and easy entrance, is 
supplied with plate glass fan-lights, combi- 
nation lock, and cther ample and secure 
fastenings. It is nicely grained in ash and 
walnut.

Soap and Fever Germs, 

The advantages of cleanliness have often 
enough boon insisted on, but if in the opin- 
jon of somo obstinate mothers thoy have 
wanted a good clinching argument to drive 
thom home, that defect can now be sup- 
plied. For, in tho light of scientific re- 
soarch, it would appear that cloanliness is 
absolutely essential to physical well-being, 
so that repeated injunctions must acquire 
increased force and value if looked at from 
a sanitary point of view. Some of the 
most malignant forms of discaso aro also 
highly contagious. It is said that 60,000 
typhus germs will thrive on a spos tho size 
of a pinhead, whilo in their desiccated or 
dry condition these germs or spores can bo 
carried anywhere, like thistledown by 
every breath that blows. This dreadful 
ubiquity of the most fatal types of discase 
clearly indicates that such preventatives as 
wo may happen to possess should bo zoal- 
ously and continually put in force. For- 
tunately there are measures of an almost 
prohibitive character within everybody's 
reach. It is a known fact that the poison- 
ous matter causing each diseases as typhus 
fever and small-pox is deprived of activity 
at the boiling pomt of water. This is well 
established, and indeod tho process of dis- 
infection by heat rests upon it. We be-

A Syne Cooir. — Combats botween 
the rattle atid black snakes are certain if 
they moct, and the blick snake is, with 
rare exceptions, the conqueror. Upon see- 
ing each other these animals instantly as- 
sumo their respective attitades of defiance, 
and display the great difference in their 
organization. The rattlesnake coils itself 
ip, ready for attack or defence ; the black 
snake, being,constrictor, moves about from 
side to side, and is in a coustant state of 
activity--naturally exciting each other's 
passions, The rattlesnake finally settles 
down ona glowing exhibition of animosity, 
its fangs exposed and its rattles in constant 
agitation, The black snake, seemingly 
conscious that themomentof strife has come, 
now commences circling round his enemy, 
absolutely moving so swiftly that it seems 
but a gleam of dull light ; the: rattlesnake 
attempts to follow the movement,’ but 
soon becomes confused and drops its head 
in despair ; then it is that the black snake 
darts upon the back of the neck of its 
doadly foe, seizes it between its teoth, and, 
springing upward envelopes the rattlesnake 
in its folds, The struggle, though not 
long, is painful; the two combatants 
roll over in the dust and get entangled in 
the bushes, but every moment the black 
snake is tightening its hold on its adver- 
sary, until the rattlesnake gasps for breath, 
becomes helpless and at length dies, For 
a while the black snake still retains its 
grasp ; you can perceive its strong muscles 
working with constant energy ; but finally, 
it cautiously uncoils itself and quietly be- 
takes to the water, where, recovering its 
energy, it dashes about a moment as if in 
exultation, and disappears from the scene. 
—Harpers’ Magazine. 


Sotrs-Arrican Rertirrs,—I was going 
to bed one evening, wearied by a long day's 
hunting, when close to my feet, and by my 
bedside, some glittering substance caught 
my eye. I stopped to pick it up, but ere 
my hand reached it,the truth flashed rcross 
me—it wasasnake. Had I followed my 
first natural impulse, I should have sprung 
away; but not being able to see clearly in 
what position the reptile was lying,or which 
ry his head was pointed, I controlled my- 
self, and remained rooted breathless to the 
spot. Straining my eyes,but moving not an 
inch, I at longth clearly distinguished a 
huge puffadder--his head was from me—so 
much the worse; for this snake, unlike any 
other, always rises and strikes back. He 
didnot move—he was asleop. Not daring 
to shuffle my feet, lest he should awake and 
Spring at me, I took a jump backward that 
would have done honor toa gymnastic mas- 
ter, and thus darted outside the door of the 
room. With a thick stick, 1 then returned 
and settled his worship. Some parts of 
South Africa swarm with snakes ; none sre 
free from them, I haye known three men 
killed by thein one harvest on a farm in 
Oliphant’s Hook. There is an immense 
yariety of them, the deadliest being the 
puff-adder, a thick and comparatively short 
snake. Its bite will kill occasionally within 
anhour. One of my friends lost a favorite 
and valuable horse by its bite, in less than 
two hours after tho attack. It is asluggish 
reptile, and therefore more dangerous; for, 
instead of rushing away, like its fellows, at 
the sound of approaching footateps, it half 
raises its head and hisses, —‘ The Cape,” by 
A, W, Oole.

Dominion Parliament, 
FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION,

Ho said tho return 
which had been brought down showed that 
something very Uncommon had occurred in 
this matter, On October 8th last, two days

power, the Trent river works were trans- 
ferred by Urder-in-Council to the Ontario 
Government without notice, and in what 
appeared to bo a secret manner. The whole 
proceeding seemed to him to be in direct 
violation of the law of tho land, as tho 
works were placed bnder the Dominion 
Government by the British North America 
Act, and they were not of that character to 
be handed over to the Provincial Govern- 
ment. Hoe understood that the transfer 
was made witha view to influencing the 
next general election in Ontario. It was 
in view of this that he moved that an en- 
quiry should be made, so that if the works 
were improperly transferred the order-in- 
Couneil of the 8th of October might be re- 
yoked, 

Mr, Camgnon (Victoria) said the matter 
Was one of greut public importance, from a 
constitutional’ and parliamentary point of 
view. The first costof these works was 
$670,000, and adding to that sum the re- 
pairs; the total expenditure on them would 
excved a millionof dollars. "In tho last 
days of its existence, the late Government 
thought proper to hand them over to the 
Ontario Government when there was no 
parliamentary authority for eo doing, and 
when there was no immediate necessity for 
such action, He questioned whether a 
practically defunct Government had a right 
to give away Dominion property in this 
manner. ‘Tho works included 116 miles of 
lake navigation and 92 miles of riyer navi- 
gation, and so much were they used that 
there were fully forty-one steamers—many 
of them of Jarge size—navigating the wa- 
tora daily. There wena lace numbers 
of mills on the works. Land to the-extent 
of 20,000 or 30,000 acres, and of great value, 
had also boon handed over to the Province. 
Looking at these fatts, one naturally en- 
quired why this transfer was made. Ac- 
cording to the papers brought down it was 
stated that in 1870 the then Government 
had entered into negotiations for the trans- 
fer of the works, Tho works were not then 
transferred, and no doubt there was good 
reason for that.

fer, was it just and right to do so} They 
were justabout to resign ; they were on 
longer responsible to the country ; their ex- 
istence was counted, not by days, but by 
hours, and yet they could cooly hand over 
works which had cost so much money to 
the local Governmentin order to prevent 
responsible men from having the power to 
deal with the property, The transfer was 
wrong, unjust, unconstitutional, and one 
of the most inexcusable acts of which a 
government could be guilty. There were a 
great number of vested interested proper- 
ties leased and sold by the Dominion Goy- 
ernmoént along the whole line of the Trent 
navigation, Every man who had a lease 
from the Dominion Government had a 
claim against it. He was not obliged to 
look to the Ontario Government, between 
whom and ‘he lessees there were no com- 
munion, and that Government had taken 
the property free of “all obligations and 
conditions. Therecovld not be a shadow 
of justification for the course taken by the 
late Dominion Government in passing the 
order-in-Council of the 8th of October, the 
day before they resigned. He hoped the 
Committee would inquire into the disast- 
Tous consequence to the people affected by 
the transfer. The Committee, he hoped, 
would address itself to it wilh all speed, 
for a more unjustifiable, improper, and he 
was about to say wicked, act was never 
committed by a Government.

Foundering of the Barque 
“‘ Abeona.” 


SUFFERINGS OF THE CREW. 


On Saturday intelligence reached Liyer- 
pool of the foundering of the barque Abe- 
ona, and the rescue of the crow, after un- 
dergoing fearful sufferings for several days. 
The German steamer Switzerland, which 
arrived at New York on tho 1st inst., from 
Antwerp, had on board Capt. Rennels and 
crew Of the lost barque, which were taken 
off the wreck eleven days previously. 1n 
his report of the disaster, Oapt. Rennels 
pay! that ho left St. John's, Newfoundland, 
on the 2nd of January, with a cargo of 
dried and tinned fish for the Clyde. A 
fow days after leaving, the weather became 
vory tempestuous, and tho vessel encoun- 
tored the full force “of the fearful succes- 
sion of gales which swept the Atlantic 
about that period. On the 11th s sea broke 
over the Abcona, and the galley, the water 
casks, and one of the boats were washed 
overboard, Previous to this, however, 
soveral of the sails had beon blown clean 
out of tho gaskets and torn to ribbons. 
From the 11th up to the 18th, there was 
not the slightest abatement in the storm ; 
tho seas continually washed tho decks, and, 
getting into the cabin and atore-room, 
vompletely spoiled the biscuits. During 
this time the jibboom and the bowaprit 
were carried away, and different portions 
of the bulwarks stove in. | Tt the moeantimo 
tho vessel commenced to loak very badly, 
making upwards of threo foot of water per 
hour, and the constant work at the pumps, 
night and day, soon oxhausted tho crew, 
who for six days had nothing to eat bata 
little pieco of biscuit anda mouthful or 
two water. As tho water continued to gain 
on the vessel, a ee of the cargo was 
thrown overboard, but all to no purpose, 
and at last tho crow passed their nights on 
dock, expecting the veasgl to go down every 
minute. During the night of the 19th a 
stoamor passod thom about afthird of a mile 
away. ‘Torches were burned, but no notice 
was taken by those on tho steamer, On 
tho noxt dey, the 20th, another steamer 
was sighted, about five or six milos away. 
Tho onsign was in the rigging, valon down, 
and although tho distance was #0 groat, tho 
signal of distress was neon, and the steamer 
at once bore up, and eventually took off the 
crow, Who wore in & most doplorable condi- 
tion from cold and hunger, Tho Abeona

My opinion may raise tomo opposition, 
but I think my experience and observation 
.| juitifios the statoment that the bost time to 
soll is when the crop is ready for market. 
That it is often advisable to hasten a crop 
into market, but’seldom ty hold one, in 
| anticipation of higher prices. A recent 
articloin the Ohio Farmer ostimates tho 
shrinkage from all causes to bo as follows 
Wheat, 25 por cent. ; unshelled corn, 20 
per cont. ; potatoe ten as bigh as 30 por 
cont. This ostimato, though, in my opin- 
ion, too high, is not ultimately ; for the 
loss of the nso of the procesds of the crop 
is no small itom, as, if not needed to pay 
dobts and stop interéat, monoy will oarn 
interest or can be used profitable in basi- 
neas. One of the most successful farmora 
in Northorn Ohio said to me, lately, ‘that 
if he had always sold his produce when it 
was ready for market he would have been 
several thousand dollars better off ; but ho 
had made just enough good hi » to encour- 
age hitn in holding back his produco if the 
market did not meet his viows.” A by- 
stander, who is also ® good farmer and, 
what is far rarer, keops’ a complote record 
of his farm oporations, confirmed the above 
statement, and added that tho risks caused 
by storing and anxiety of the owner fully 
counterbalanced the gain, under any but 
tho most favorable circumstances,—F. L.

be, How much of oach kind of seed should 
be sown } or, How much space can wo al- 
low to each? Lot ua help you. In a bed 
twelve foot Jong, at six inches apart, thero 
will be twonty-three rows ; and if the frame 
ig five foot wide, the rows will be five feot 
long. Rows of that length will give one 
hundred cabbages,cauliflowers or tomatoes, 
and about w hundred and fifty celery or 
lottece, and about the same number of 
flower plants generally. Now you may 
easily calculate how much spare you can 
afford to each sort of vegetable and flower. 
If you wish to sow a dozen different kinds 
of vegetable, and fifty sorts of flowers, you 
might sow one whole row each of carly 
cabbages, cauliflowers, celery and lettuce ; 
half a row of tomatoos, a quarter of a row 
each of egg-plants and peppers ; a quarter 
of a row each of sage, swoot-marjoram, 
thymo and sweet-basil ; a row of white 
swedish turnip and a third of a row each of 
cucumbers, squashes, melons, There will 
be fifteen rows left for flowers. A row will 
be enough for those you require most of, 
the others may be sown, from two to four 
or five sorta to the row, according to the 
number of planta you may desiro of each. 
Now as to tho boat sort of vegetable and 
flowers to sow. Of early cabbages, carly 
large and York are both so well known that 
they only nood to be mentioned. Early 
Paris, and carly Erfurt cauliflowers aro 
both good, tho latter specially adapted for 
forcing. Celery ; the dwarf sorts are the 
best for all purposes: ‘Turner's white, an 
Carter's dark crimson: _ Lettuce ; Victoria 
and Boston market are both fine sorts. 
Tomatoes + Cunada Victor aud General 
Grant are among the besaty Egg-plant ; 
long purple is the moat useful sort. Pep: 
pers : large red and aweet Spanish are the 
beat. for private\gardeus, “Cucumbers ; 
white spine ig easily grown, very productive 
and well-flavored. Squash ? early golden 
bush, and vegetable marrow are useful 
early sorts, Melons ; Nutmeg and Evans 
superb, are good sorts. If there is only one 
hot-bed, melons, cucumbers and sqhashés’ 
should not be. sown till the ond of April, 
Ifa row each of Swedish turnip and winter 
cabbages were sown, they might be sown 
towards the ond of April: 
Flower seeds, We shall begin with the 
most useful in order,. Chinese asters,'Truf- 
faut’s perfection and Victoria, are large,and 
Boltz and Shakespeare low growing sorts, 
the latter a lovely miniature bush, Phlox 
Drummondi, is unequalled for steady, con- 
tinuous flowering and a beautiful bouquet 
flower, Dianthus Hedewigiisone of the best 
Chinese kinds, Ten-week stocks, Petunia, 
Pansies, Portulaca, Swect Scabious, Sweet 
Alyssuni, Schizanthus,Grahami,Erysimum, 
Verbena, Balsams, Callirhoe pedata, Cam- 
panule Lorcyi white and blue, Feverfew, 
‘orget-me-not, Godetia Whitneyi, Salvia 
coccinea, Salpi glossis, Saponaria Calabrica, 
Tagetes signata pumila, all casily grown 
and continuous flowers. Of plants with 
fine foliage, Canna, Palma Christi, Zea 
Japonica, Snoperdon Amaranthus Hendert 
and others. Eyerlastings : Acroclinium, 
Elichrysum, Globe amaranth, Celosia crim- 
fon feathered. Rhodanthe and Zeranthe- 
mum. Of climbing plants, we name a few 
of the most easily cultivated. Oobmwa 
Scandens, Maurandya Barclayana, Tro- 
pmolum Peregrinum. Plants for baskets : 
Ice plant, Lobelia, Nemophila insignis, 
Nierembergia Gracilis, Oxalis rosea Silene 
pendula, Thunbergia alata. The flowers in 
this list will keep the garden bright during 
the whole summer, and will supply flowers 
for bouquets in abundance, as well as for 
all the other purposes for which flowers are 
generally used. 


To Keep Hggs the Year Round. 


About a year ago the Prairie Farmer 
contained a recipe for keeping eggs a lon; 
time. It was simply to pack them in a coo! 
pice, small end down, in kegs or boxes 

led with ftinely-powdered dried sand or 
common road dust, or sifted coal ashes. 
These settled between the eggs, kept them 
from access to the air, and prevented evap- 
oration of\the white or spoiling the yolk. 

The experiment was tried last June, be- 

fore the intensely hot weather that succeed- 
ed. On taking the eggs out of the packing 
a few days ago, they were as fresh and clean 
looking as if fresh laid. On testing them 
for the table, they could not be told from 
fresh ones, When these were put down, 
eggs soldat 6 cents adozen. They are now 
worth 18 cents, or an adyance of 200 per 
cent. This ought to pay. 
Tho shell of an egg is a very porous car- 
onate of lime. Left exposed to the air, 
it passes through the shell and soon spoils 
the contents,, When placed in a pickle of 
lime and salt, the egg may be preserved, — 
but at the expense of quality. Eggs that 
are limed arevsnally quoted ‘ not warrant- 
ed.” They may also be oiled or varnished, 
or covered with glycerine or mucilage. 
Theso all answer the purpose, more or less ; 
but change the external appearance of the 
egg so much as to injure the sale. Asa 
first experiment, eggs packed in dry duat, 
kept cool and perfectly dry, are a complete 
success, and could not be distinguished from 
perfectly fresh ones, just laid. 


Cure for Chicken Cholera, 


A peraon who had achioved considerable 
Success in poultry-raising givesthe follow- 
ing cure for chicken cholera in an exchange 
paper:—The cheapest, quickest best and 
only one that I know of, and I have tried 
many for chicken cholera, is to cut the 
fowl's heads off as soon as possible after 
they show tho first symptoms of the dis- 
ease, Then have a general cleansing up of 
your poultry honse. Make a bucketful of 
whitewash in the usual manner; put in a 
pint of crude carbolic acid, and apply to the 
inside of the house. Cover tho Noor with 
fresh earth, and if you can get it, sprinkle 
refuse lime from gas works under the roost 
ovory day or two, Shut the doors and win- 
dows, stop up every crack and crevice and 
then build up a hot firo in the house, and 
keep it as hot as you can for two or three 
hours; dry heat will burn the contagion out. 
It would also be well to shut the fowls 
in the house and fumigate them well by 
Arter sulphur ona pan of live coals; 
this should be done at night. Keep plenty 
of charcoal where your fowls can got it. It 
is oxcollent for keeping chickens in good 
health, Until you are sure that tho diseaso 
has disappeared a few drops of carbolic acid 
to each quart of drinking water will be 


beneficial. Several of my neighbors who 
have been troubled with cholera among 
their chickens followed the above course, 


and when thoy did the work thoroughly 
crushed out the disoaso, :

two or three good names ou itas well as his 
owa. Tho reason is obvious: when a man has 
to deyoto himself to the service of the public 
ho cannot give his own business that closo at- 
tention at supervision that ho did before, 
and consequently it cannot be as profitable. 
Ho gots a thousand dollars for serving his 
country, but ho spends a great deal more,and 
it is more for pleasure than profit any man 
enters Parliament, It is proverbial that wo- 
men aro more far scoing than men whero 
domestic interests are concerned, and when a 
woman's husband is talked of as a candidate 
sho bogins to think at onco of the otfoct on hor 
family, Although sho would be well pleased to 
seo such an honor conferred upon him by his 
fellow citizons, sho looks forward to the p 
sibility of his business and domestic comfi 
suffering, as ies oe fami 4 fom his s 
tering into political life, @ honor has 
aloe any attractions for ae ‘0 doubt 
*» many persons would like to see the indemnity 
reduced, or perhaps abolished altogether, 
but the question is, would tho country 
be served any better if there were no in- 
demnity? Services that are not worth 
paying liberally for are not worth having at 
all. Perhaps the hon, gentleman's theory 
might be further extended, and the Govern- 
ment of the country farmed out to those who 
would undertake to carry it on for the lowest 
price.” We might also apply the same system 
to our jadges, and whenever a vacancy occurs, 
call for tenders from the barristers and assign 
tho position to the lowest tender. Such an 
idea is absurd. We do not want such a sys- 
tem in this country. Wowantto keep our 
judgos and our statesmen pure and above sus- 
icion, and we should py them liberally for 
Their services, I think thore is nothing to be 
gained by starving our public men and public 
officials, or in reducing the indemnity in either 
branch of the Legielature, If we wore to 
adopt the hon. gentloman’s theory, this Par- 
liament might be run on a very much cheaper 
plan than he suggests; we might get a very 
clever man who could frame all our laws and 
pass them himself, bat if he were a dishonest 
man where would we be? I have every con- 
fidence in the Government that they will re- 
duce the expenditure as far as possible com- 
patible with the efficiency of the publio ser- 
Vico. Our aim should be eflicienoy first, and 
economy afterwards, because-a thing is not 
always choapest that costs the least money, 
If a man wants to have a surgical operation 
performed, he does not go to the cheapest doc. 
tor, but to the most skaltal surgeon. If ho 
wants legal advice on a quostion involving his 
roperty, his liberty, or his reputation, he 
loes not go to the cheapest lawyer, but to the 
Ree whom heconsiders 2 mat wrokls Wy 
all very well to talk of reducing expenditures,

The Ontario Legislature. 


Within a very fow weeks—probably as 
early as the second weok in Tuno—tho 
electors of the Province of Ontario will be 
called upon to decide whother they will 
entrust the administration of their affairs 
to the Mowat Government for another term 
of four years, or whother they will placd in 
power the Conservative party, who havo 

in opposition for the last eight yoars. 

The decision tobe mado is ono of the 

groatest momont, as tho matters with which 

tho Provincial Legislature deals are of at 
least equal importance with those confided 
to the Dominion Parliament, and acquire 
additional importance from the fact that 
thoy more directly concern the people. 
Daring the first four years under Con- 
federation the Government of the Province 
was administered by a coalition of which 
the late Hon, John Sandfield McDonald 
was tho head, the present Judge Cameron 
being the leador of the Conservative soc- 
tion of the administration. Coalitions 
were at that timo held by tho Grit leaders 
and by their pross to be immoral in the 
highest degree ; but novertheloss, although 
an immense amount of work was necessary 
_ to put the machinery of Government into 
working order, our*affaira were so capably 
and honestly administerod that an im- 
menso surplus was rolled up. This sur- 
plus, as is well known, was utilized forthe 
benefit of the people at largo, in the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of the public 
benevolent institutions which are to-day 
the pride of our Province, such as the In- 
stitutions for tho Deaf and Dumb, and tho 

Blind, the London Lunatic Asylum, &e., 

as well as in liberally aiding such linos of 

railway as were calculated to open up and 
develop tho country. This was the policy 
of the coalition, whuso financial manage- 
ment was so economical that those who 
were thoir bitterest opponents are now 
fain to confess that the Government of that 
day was tho most careful of the peoplo's 
_ monoy that Canada has over seons | Still, 
this administration, composed of wise and 
i economical men, was defoated by moans of 
the most unfair and treachorous, nature, 
and the party which is now in powor sup- 

_ ported thom upon the Treasury benches. 

Utterly disrogarding their cries of “ oco- 
nomy ” and ‘honesty ” so soon as thoy 
secured office, tho Grit loadors, boldly laid 
down the doctrine that the money taken 
from the people should be roturned to tho 
people, and then begun that career of ex- 
travaganco, favoritism and jobbery which 
was aftorwards followed out bytheir friends 
inthe Dominion. Tho result has boon 
that the surplus has been almost ontirely 
dissipated, and the Provincial financeshave 
arrived at that unhappy condition in which 
the expenditure more than equals the 
‘Teyenue.

Asbos,

pounds of soap. 

Loachod ashes, while less valuable, con- 
tain all tho olements of the unleached, hav- 
ing been deprived only of a part of their 
potash and soda. Asho nofit all soils not 
already rich in the principles they contain, 
and may bo drilled in with roots and grain 
sown broadcast on meadows or pastures, or 
mixed with the muckheap. 

Tho quantity of ashos to be applied to 

tho acre depends, as dows that of all forti- 
lizers, on the oharactor of tho soil and 
crop cultivated. Crops which exhaust tho 
salts, as potatoos, turnips and all roots, 
clover, lucerne, peas, beans and the grasses, 
aro benetited by ashes, Tho crops nawod 
thrive well undoron application of ashes 
with bono-dust, and their effects are also 
strongthened when mixed with gypsum, 
Light soils call for light dressings, say from 
ten to fourteon bushels of unleached and 
twico that quantity of leached ashes per 
acre, Rich lands or clays bear heavier 
dressings. Ropeated drorsings of ashes 
like repeated dressings of lime or gypsum, 
without a corresponding addition of veget- 
able or barnyard mianures, are not ad- 
missiblo, for they will eventually exhaust 
Jands whon applied alone. Where the en- 
tire surface of tho soil is coversd with vogo- 
table growth, either of the three materials 
named act with great effect. For this 
reason ashes may be applied unmixed with 
other fertilizers to. meadow lands for a 
longor timo than to any other crop, 
In reply to questions asked at the Elmira 
(N. Y.) Farmers’ Club in regard to the 
yaluo of leached ashes and tho best manner 
of applying thom to general crops, as corn, 
wheat and oats, the following information 
was gained : Leached ashes vary so much 
in thoir character that no precise ostimate 
of their value can be made. Heavy clay 
is liable to be injuriously compacted by 
liberal dressings of ashes, leached or un- 
cleanod, unless the soil be sod, in which 
case ashos sproad on the surface tend to 
increase the crop of grass, The safest and 
best use of leached ashes on most kinds of 
soils is spreading thom on old meadow or 
old pastures, Working thom into land on 
which potatoes are to be planted in the 
same season is also a good way to use 
them. Good ashos make a valuable dress- 
ing for wheat land and for corn, but the 
leached ashes aro too uncertain in their 
charactor to recommend for such use. 

Coal ashes are inferior in quality to those 
from wood and vegetables, but are never- 
theless of value and are to be applied to 
the soil ina similar manner, as they tend 
with their abundance of cinders to tho 
mechanical division of soils. Coal are bone- 
ficial to heavy rather than light soils, 

Farmers, in consideration of the above 
facts, cannot be too strongly encouraged to 
follow the practice of collecting and reduc- 
ing to ashes all the rubbish of tho farm not 
otherwise available,such as brush,old wood, 
sods, rags—in fact everything which cumb- 
ers tho placo as useless matter. Burut 
earth is not only a manure itself, but is 
most useful to mix with artificial fertilizers 
which cannot be oasily distributed alone or 
too strong to sow among seed unmixed with 
othor material.—New York Herald. 


Oommon-Sense Ploughing. 


The depth of soil can alone determine the 
depth of ploughing. Whon the soil ia shal- 
low the gradual deeponing of it should bo 
sought by the uso of appropriato materials for 
improvement until the object is fullyattained. 
The sub-soil ought not, as arule, to be brought 
out of its bed except in small quantities to be 
exposed to the atmosphere during the fail, 
winter and spring, orin summer fallows, nor 
even then except whon such fortilizers are ap- 
plied as are necessary ones it at once into 
a productive condition, Two indifferent soils 
of opposite character, ny a stiff clay and slid. 
ing sand, sometimes occupy the relation of 
surface and sub soil to each other, und when 
thoroughly mixed and subjected to cultiva- 
tion they will produce a soil of groatly in- 
creased value. 

Soils appropriated to gardens and horticul- 
tural purposes are often deepened fiftecn and 
eighteen inches with benefit, and those for 
genoral-tillage crop to about twelve inches 
with decided advantage, Bat whatever is 
the depth of the soil the plough ought to turn 
up tho entire mass if within its reach, and 
what is beyond it should be thoroughly brok- 
en up by tho sub-soil plough, When all cir- 
cumstances are favorable to the use of the 
sub-soil plough an incroase in the crop follows, 
asthe hard earth below the reach of the ordin- 
ary plough hay been loosened, This pormits 
the escape of the water which falls on the sur. 
face, tho cirvulation of air and a moro extend- 
ed range for tho roots of the plants, by which 
they procure additional nourishmont and ses 
cure the crop against drought. The bonefits 
of sub-soil ploughing are most apparent in an 
impervious clay mb-soil and least evident in 
loono and leachy soils, 

On low or strong land the experienced far- 
roer prefers to sco the furrow left on edge ex- 
posed to the action of air and harrow. Sandy 
or dry soilrequires flat ploughing, wnich tends 
to consolidate the land. « 

Ax arule those crops aro the most productive 
which aré ploughed the oftenest. Caution 
must be used, howovoer, oxpocially after tho 
second ploughiog of corn, when a burfavo 
plough 1s leas liable to injure the roots than 
au ordinary one.—V, Y, World,

individuals. The distress common to all 
nations of the world had been seriously 
aggravated in the United States through 
the operation of protection, whereas Can- 
ada, under a moderate revenuo tariff, had 
suffered less than any other country in the 
world. In Oanada ho believed tho oper- 
ation of the tariff would bo such as to 
crush the growing export manulacturing 
business of the country. Tho departure of 
Canada from what might bo called the tra- 
ditional policy of the Empito could not 
contribute to the strengthening of tho ties 
between Canada and the Mother Land. Ho 
concluded by moving the following amen«- 
ment :— 

‘That tho resolution be not now conour- 
red in, but that it be resolved that whilo 
this House is prepared to make amplo pro- 
vision for tho requirements of the public

ouKe to Beotawood Suspension Bridge, 
for £200 a-side, on May 6th, against John 
Hawdon, of Dolaval. Tho weather, al- 
though dull, was not at all unfavorable lor 
practice, and both in the Morning and 
afternoon tho tide was in magnificent con- 
dition for rowing. The Canadian got afloat 
from.

The Qanadian 
champion rowed ateadily westward to 
a pont up above laydon, where 
he turned and camo away at abont 
32 strokes to tho minuto. This rate ho 
was striking as ho rounded tho bend 
of [tho New Out. Hero ho easod for a 
moment, ond having observed that the 
course was all clear before -him, broke away 
again at a like rato of striking, and kept it 
up for about balfa mile, when he had ans 
other look around.

and tho six-inch blades yesterday came out 
ofthe water with a swish He is very 
nick back again, and thoro is not tho 
slightest rocking motion in his boat, On 
thecontraryshetrayels excoodingly steady, 
and yesterday he was undoubtedly going at 
an excellent paco.””

“As economy and retrenchment are now 
tho order of the day—in the administration 
of tho affairs of the Dominion as woll ns of 


That port of tho street remains in good 
Jcondition with little expenditure for re- 
| pairs, whilat the other parts of Front atreet 
havo been a heary annual expense. By 
carrying out our suggestion it would take 
but a fow years to put tho whole of Front 
Street east of tho river in first-class condi- 
tion, and & saving of no small mag nitude 
would be the result that would follow. 
Then as to the sidewalks, it te generally 
conceded that pino fa not the most econom- 
ical material to build them with. Teruo, 
itu Brat cost is low, but ita wearing qvali- 
ties oro bad, and fn tho ond it proves 
a bad investment. An experimont was 
mado with black ash, which, whilst nourly 
as cheaply procurable as pine, appears to 
atand wear very much botter. Thoro are 
other weods which might bo used experi- 
montally, und wo adviso tho making of 
such exporiments, with tho viow of ascor- 
taining what doscription of wood can bo 
most profitably used. As to the proposed 
opening of several atreots,it docs soom that 
in most of theso cases thero is no imme- 
diate necessity for the heavy exponditure 
which that work must involyo, If it bo 
necessary, the lands required might he 
socured after arbitration, and the work of 
grading, ditching and macadamizing left 
until a moro suitablo scason, 

A numbor of othor subjects suggest 
thontselvea us worthy of notico, bub wo will 
forego referenco to them at present, those 
tonched upon being aufticient for dis- 
cussion at ono time, As above stated, no 


our own Provinco—and as tho local taxes 
press heavily upon overy rate-payer, it fs 
well to inquire, cannot the various services 
in conneotion with our municipal govern- 
ment be at least as efficiently conducted at 
a amaller annual cost? We aro of opinion 
that they can, and there is precedent as 
“well as example for warranting anch a bo- 
lief, in the cases of tho citles of Toronto, 
London, Ottawa, and other places, which 
have of late very considerably reduced 
their expensés, and 4o far find that no ill 
results havo followed, With this object in 
view, we will inthis.and succceding {esos 
partioularizo somo it of expenditure in 
which it seoms pronation areduction, 
“wid suggest a fow improvomente, tho mak- 
lng of which would bo of much public utility 
‘nd cortain to reault in benefits to tho mu- 
snicipality at loast proportionato to tho ex- 
pon liture which thoy would necessarily en- 
tail. On these subjects wo invite discus. 
sion, and will gladly accord space to short 
‘comminications in reference thereto. 
© Tho first item in which it scems practic- 
-ablo to effect a saving is in the otpendi- 
‘fare’ Inourred in the lighting of the clock 
in tho towor of the City Hall. ‘Tho illu- 
‘mination of the clock causes an annual ox- 
(petite of, We aro{nformod, about $700 per 
um. As the ‘Gock, when illuminated oan- 
notibe'seon by ono-tenth of the population 
from such a distanceas t6 seo tho hands, 


sthis is wmanifostly useless “expense, and 


“ought to be got rid of at onco, thus offect- 
ing a handsome annual saving and clusing 
little or no inconyenience to tho public. 
Tho clock ought also at once to bo placed 
40 a proper state of repair and suitably pro- 
tected from the effects of the weather, from 
Which cause it has suffered so much as to bo 

at present in an almoat useless stato. 

Another heavy expenditure isin connec- 
tion, with the gas.and coal ail. lamps, and 


, 
an unwarrantably large addition—taking 
the financial position of the city into con- 
sideration—was mado to the number of 
utreet lamps. Is it not possible to reduco 
the number of Inmps considerably? Tho 
Council ought at oll events to inquire 
closely into the subject, and in any case 
provent the further -erection of any ad. 
ditional lamps this year, as the gas bill iso 
very hoayvy ono. 

Tho Council having, under tho Act passed 
by tho Logislaturo at {ts Inst acasion, ob- 
tained control of the appointment and pay 
of the Police forco, the time has now como 
“‘whon all mattors rolating to the force ought 

to be fully and carefully considered. A re- 
duction in the nnmber of officers and of 
_ their apn quite possible, as the duties 
of thomon are very light, and their pay ie 
now much larger than it was six yoara ago, 
when the purchasing power of money was 
not nearly so great as it is now. A va- 


“cancy at prosent exists in the force, and as 


there will no doubt bo numerous applica- 


~ ‘tions for the position, the occasion will be 


an éxegllent ono for the initiation of the 
enquiry above suggested. Most certainly 
tho vacancy ought not to be filled until the 
Whole subject has been carefully and ma- 
turely deliberated upon by a Committeo 
and by tho Conncil, If it bo atill in tho 
power of tho Uommissionors to make this 
appointinent, itis to be hoped that they 
will not do pong ‘tho Council expresses 
its wishes in the promises, 

Another departmont into which coonomy 
can seemingly be introduced greatly to the 
advantage of the ratepayers is that of 
Streots and Sidewalks. Under the present 
systom lime-stoné—a most unsuitable 
material--is used-for macadamizing our 
streets.

Sispersod about beforo overy breeze in 
blinding Clouds of dust, whichis not only 
annoying to tho citizons general! F 
particularly #0 to the merchants and ue 
men, who not only havo to tax themselves 
for tho service of watering carts, 
goods aléo suffer material damago from the 
dust. A harder and in every way mor 
suitable material exicts in large qhantities 
in the city and in its immediate neighbor- 
hood.

Tho Globe of yesterday contained a most 
disgraceful attack upon Sir John A, 
Macdonald in connection with tho Letellier 
matter. In fact, such was its infamous 
charactor, that Sir John felt called upon to 
refer to itin his placo in Parliament yes- 
torday, and he did so first by quoting the 
paragraph in the Globe, which is as fol-

Those which have beonmo public property to- 
day in no wise reflect credit on tho Promier. 
indeed, in ko discreditable a light docs ho ap- 
near, that the «tigma of cowardico must be in 
farure borne by him asa fitting complement 
glist of political crimes and ingratitude, 
Thore can bo no doubt that ho bas sought to 
betray tho contidence of the Governor-Gener- 
and make that illustrious personage & bac- 
ritico to appeaso the wrath of the Govern: 
ment’s Quubeo jollowers He was coward 
enovgh in doing this to take advantage of the 
Governor-General’s position, which prevents 
him from replying to his slanderer, Such was 
the Premier’a action when he informed tho 
Houso he regretted the Governor-General had 
declined to follow his advico and dismiss Mr, 
(etellier, but had roterred the matter to Eng- 
Jand for consideration. It has been learned 
from a reliable sou ce that the Governor-Gen- 
eral did not personally propose that the mat- 
ter should be referred to England, but such 
waa dono at tho porsonal solicitation of the 
Premier, who afterwards, in the House of 
Commony, sought to direct the venom of his 
angry Quebec supporters towards the Govern- 
or-Gen ral. The Marquis of Loine was #0 
shocked on reading the falsehood told by the 
Premier in the House of Commons ou Thurs- 
doy last, as reported in the newapapers, that 
ho wrote a letter to Sir John sharply repri- 
manding him for his cowardly conduct. On 
Saturday morning the Premier was coinpelled 
to have an interview with his Excellency, and 
ana yosult of that interview, this aftercoo:

y the Governor-General was uot wade with- 
out the advice of the Government. A moro 
disgraceful procedure than this on thepart of a 
constitutional advisor to a viceroy or cyen & 
sovereign has scarcely ever been recorded. The 
Governor Genera}, baving hia confidence in 
the intogrity of the loader of tho Government 
des nt Captain Harvey, his A, 
D. C, to England as a special messenger boar 
ing despatches, and to mako such othor verbal 
explanations as may be necossarye! 

Sir John’s answer to this is thus givon 
in the report :— 

“Th w ia verbatim et lieratim, as sont over 
tho wires by a friend of mino, and communi- 
cated to mo in advanceofthemail. [showed 
it to his Excellency and asked his permission 
to contradict {t. Ihavo his Excellency’s per 
mission to contradict this statemont. When 
I asked him for this permission ho said, ‘“Cer- 
tainly, jf you think it worth while to contra- 
dict such Feports. Thero js no foundation 
whatever for the statements made.” (Loud 
cheers.) 

Tho Globe certainly, in the face of the 
above facts, occuploa a inost contemptible 
position, being convicted of deliberate 
falsehoods. Howover, thiais not the first 
time that veracious sheet has been conyict- 
od of similar crimes,

The report 
was not such as would be legal under their 
rales. 1t could, however, be attached to the 
former report. 

Mr. Jay. Macoun contended that what they 
had to considor was that of last mooting. He 
wished all technical objections got oyer and 
business transacted. 

The Chairman thought it necessary to have 
the report properly drawn up, addrossed to 
the Board and signed, aa suggested. The re- 
port could be put into proper form and signed 
in a few minutes, 

It was then agroed that the report be with- 
drawn, attached to that previously presonted, 
signed and reintroduced, which was dope. 
Tho report,as then presented, recommends the 
erection of agchool house as per plan No, 1, 
to accommodate 350 pupils and cost $4,150. 
No. 2 plan would accommodate 150 pupilsand

Mr. Tennant stated, in answer to Mr, 
Johnson, that as the Canifton Road school 
“house is to be zold, the accommodations pro. 
vided by No. 1 plan would soon’ bo required. 
It was rot their intention to finish the upper 
part of the echool at present. 

Mr, McGinnis asked what would be done 
for school accommodation in Bleecker Ward, 
ifithe Canifton Road School is to be closed, as 
the only other school there is now very nearly 
fall, and of the 74 pupils attending the Canif- 
ton Road School only 24 lived in Coleman 
Ward. 

Mr. John Macoun said the children of Cole” 


man Ward the Canifton 
Road School would be relieved of 24 pupils, 
and the remaining 50 could take the place of 
an equal number attending tlie Pinnacle 
Stroct and Central Schools. The smaller 
school would not accommodate the school 
population of the Ward.

| whereof ho is a connoisseur ; and with no 
fire at all, but rathor a domure composure, 
about politics and tho spread of Catholio- 
jam in England. . Ho is a good talkor, and 
talks much, but in a aumowhat loud, grat- 
ing voico, which only grows tuneful whon 
ho warms. Ho likes flowors, porfumes, 
fruit; ho drinks a great deal of black 
coffee ; ho nover smokes; and he droases to 
perfection, knowing exactly what atyle 
of clothes best suits him.

Tho largest bridge in Europe will be 
comploted next year, It will cross tho 
Volga in the Government of Samara, Kus- 
sin, on tho Siberian Railroad line, Tho 
Volga, at the point of the bridge, is about 
four miles wido in the spring soason,and in 
autumn is 4,732 feet.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


Touxspay, April 8. 

In the House of Commons Mr. DeCos- 
mos introduced a resolution to provide for 
the peaceful separation of British Columbia 
from the Dominion. Ho said he did this 
in order to test the sincerity of those hon. 
members who frequentiy spoke contemptu- 
ously of the Pacitle Province. In conclud- 
ing his retnarks, he aaserted that the peo- 
ple of British Columbia had no faith ‘in 
either of the two political parties, The 
motion having no seconder was dropped. 

The Minister of Justice introduced Bills 
to amend the Suprome end Exchequer 
Courts Act, to amend tho Act providing 
for a speedy trial in Ontario and Quebec of 
persons charged with felony and misde- 
meanor, and a third respecting the Androw 
Morcer Reformatory for Females, 

The Minister of Public Works informed 
the House he did not think it expedient to 
make public the engineers’ report on the 
tenders for the Canada Pacitic Railway con- 
tracts, recently let, but he was willing to 
permit the leader of the Opposition pri- 
vately to pursue the same, or indeed any 
prominent member of thé*Houso, 

Both Mr, Mackenzie and Mr, Holton de- 
clined the offer, on the ground that it would 
tic their hands wheh discussingthe question. 


Mr, Macpovaaxt objected to individual 
members of the House being made ac- 
quainted privately with dccuments relating 
to public matters, If the engineers’ report 
contained matters not desirable for publi- 
cation, such portions should be eliminated, 
and the remainder Iuid on the table. In 
tho interest of the supporters of the Gov- 
ernment, who were desirous of defending 
its actions, the report should be made pub- 
lic, inasmuch as suepicions had been enter- 
tained by some persons that the contracts 
had not been fairly awarded. 

The Minister of Public Works claimed 
that to eliminate portions of the report 
would lay him open to a charge of garbling. 
He denied that suspicious respecting the 
awarding of the contracts were entertained, 
and demauded that such suspicions 
should be formulated into a district.

mined upon intrenching himself at Ekowe 
and waiting until reinforcements from 
England would permit Lord Chelmsford to 
come to his aid, He ‘‘weeded down” the 
force and sent back part, with tho cavalry, 
all the native contingnent, and the sick, 
retaining about 1,200 men, enough to hold 
the intrenchments,and yet not more than 
he could feed. The force shut up in the 
Pleyna of Zululand is as follows :—

At the same time Colonel Pearson placed 
Major Barrow in command at the Lower 
Tugela, where he is established in two 
forts, Pearson and Tenedos, one on either 
bank of the river, with three companies of 
the Ninety-Ninth Regiment and two of the 
Third, forth-three men of the Naval Bri- 
gade, two 12-pounder guns, a squadron of 
mounted infantry, half a troop of Natal 
Hussards, and four troops of mounted 
rifles. Theso forces haya regularly partrol- 
led the country and with a torpedo com- 
pany make the river sure. 

Tho Zulu forces immediately in front of 
Colonel Pearson aro about 9,000 strong, 
but the whole country fairly swarm with 
Zulus within easy reach should it be neo- 
cessary for them to attempt to storm the 
placo or attack a reinforcing column. The 
two Zulu corps conducting the siege are the 
Umsinyati (married) and the Nkobamakosi 
(unmarried regimenta. 

Ekowe is quito impregnable. ‘Tho camp 
is small but compact and well protected by 
earthworks seven feet high, so constructed 
that those inside can see the enemy while 
the enemy cannot seo the heads of tho de- 
fenders, and a ditch seven foot deop and 
ten fect wide. Ammunition for all arms 
thera is in abundances. The only chance 
tho Zulua have is to delay Lord Cholma- 
ford’s advance from the Lower Tugela (Fort 
Tenedos) till they can starve out the garri- 
son, The Zulu strategy has certainly been 
clever. Thoy began hy destroying the roads 
so that in any caso tho advance of a reliev- 
ing forco must bo slow, and then put in 
circulation a story that they had attacked 
Ekowe in immense force and been disast- 
rously routed, which seoms to have for a 
timo anaworod their object of delaying the 
despatch of reinforcoments. ‘Tho rumour 
that Colonel Pearson had mado a pally and 
burned Cetowayo's old kraal was probably 
a story of tho same sort.

Tuunspay, April 10. 

Corcrovan vs. Union Murat Lire Ix- 
SURANCE Co,—This was an action brought 
by tho widow of the late Wm. H, Col. 
clough, Grand Trunk Station Agent, Tren- 
ton, for the amount of $600, being one- 
fourth share of two 81,000 policies of in- 
surance on the life of her husband, who 
died suddenly last May. Tho Company 
resisted the claim on the ground that the 
deceased had committed suicide. Dr, Me- 
Michael, Q. C., and Delany & Ostrom for 
the plif.; W. R. Mulock and W. B. North- 
rup for the deft. 

Tho first witnoss called was H, W. De- 
laney, who proved the death of the insured, 
and that he had left a widow and three 
children, one of whom had since died. 
This was tho case for the plaintiff. 

Mra. Covorovon, the plaintiff, was aworn 
for tho defence and examined by Mr. 
Mulock. She stated that on the day be- 
fore hor husband's death she learned from 
him that the Grand Trunk Auditor had 
called upon him, and spoke of his cash be- 
ing short ; her husband said he was short 
in his cash; he seemed neryous about it 
and said ho was discouraged ; he was low 
spirited ; he got up between 7 and 8 next 
morning and went on duty ; he hal been 
for upwards of 9 yoars in the servico of tho 
Company and station master at Trenton for 
five years ; about’ half an hour afterwards 
he came back to the house; he was then 
sick at the stomach and yomited ; the color 
of the matter which he vomited was blue, 
and ho scemed to bo in great pain ; but did 
not tell witness what he had taken ; he 
said ho was sick, and to send for tho oper- 
ator ; did not ask fora doctor ; did not 
remember saying to him that she would 
send for a doctor ; he seemed to be in great 
pain and continued so until he died, about 
four hours later ; did not say what was the 
matter with him or what ho had taken ; do 
not know what was the matter with him. 
Her husband was aman of rather sensitive 
disposition. Dr, Day attended him in his 
last illness ; he arrived about 8:30 ; did 
not know what the doctor treated him for ; 
heard from the doctor afterwards ; tho of- 
fort was to make him vomit ; was not in 
constant attendance upon him, but he ap- 
peared to be conscious, answering when 
spoken to, Had seen the material used in 
telograph batteries. ‘Tho doctor said her 
husband had taken vitriol ; supposed that 
he knew it was poisonous, having used it 
for a number of years. 

To Dy. Me Michael, —Had noticed that her 
husband was unwell fora week previou’ to 
his death ; sent for Dr, Day the night before ; 
the doctor loft two powders ; had given him 
no medicine previously. 

Vo Mr, Mulock,—It was after the Auditor’s 
visit that the doctor was sent for; did not 
think her husband was quito as well after he 
had seen the Auditor. 

Jon Payne was sworn and testified that 
he is Traveling Auditor of the Grand Trank 
Railway ; went to Trenton to make inquiries

audited for three months ; there was not suf 
ficient in the till to meet the balance duo the 
Company ; ho admitted that thero was a deti- 
ciency in his cash, he not having on hand the 
money belonging to the Company. 

Mrs, CuArtorre Forrest testified that she 
lives at Trenton Station ; on the morning of 
Mr, Cololough’s death was asked to send for 
a doctor for him ; sent for Dr. Day, and went 
into Colclough’s dwelling; he was in the 
kitchen and vomiting blue matter; asked 
what he had done—what was all the world to 
him compared to his poor soul ; ho asked God 
to forgive him; did not hear the doctor say 
what ho was treating deceased for ; Colclough 
did not say what was the matter. 

Dr. H. W. Day testified that deceased ex. 
hibited all the symptoms of poisoning from a 
corrosive poison ; did not ask him what he 
had taken ; treated him for poisoning with 
sulphate of copper, such as is found in tele- 
graph batteries ; some one in Colclough’s pre- 
sence said he must have taken considerable ; 
witnoss said ‘‘ yes,” and deceased assented by 
nodding his head; saw outside the station 
door an inverted porous cup from a telegraph 
battery, and there were crystals of sulphato 
of copper beneath it. Tho cause of death was 
the nervous shock from au irritant taken into 
the stomach—in his opinion sulphate of cop- 
por, of which from two to ten grains is given 
as an emotic ; it will dissolve in three times 
its weight of water. One swallow of the so- 
lution would probably be fatal. 

To Dr, Mc Michael,—At the time of death 
whatever had been taken had been removed 
from the stomach. Thoro was no post-mortem 
nor coroner's inquest. The emetic of milk 
and oggs would, when applied to an almost 
colorless solution of sulphate of zino, with a 


tho blue to be much more perceptiblo, 

To Mr, Mulock,—Tho first vomiting would 
bring away most of the contents of the 
stomachand what followed would bo less highly 
colored than the first. The quantity of crystal, 
beneath tho cup on the platform would have 
tinged the water which was in it.

E havo just received a quantity of the 


average of the subscriptions received during 
the past fow wooks has naturally excited con 
siderable comment, especially as to th locality 
from whence the subscriptions came. An in® 
quiry at the Sub-Treasury yesterday as to the 
recent subscribors I learned that of the ight 
millions subscribed on Wednesday one-half 
came from a bank in this city, which haa all 
along been the hoaviest purchaser of theso 
bonds, and the remainder camo from 
other banks also in the city which have been 
investing largely in fours, Yosterday 
subscriptions of two millions and a half came 
from a bank hore, and another million dollar 
subscription from a BKoston bank, There 
were small subscriptions received from all 
parts of the country, but tho bulk came as 
usual from Now York, These facts seom to 
show that the heavy subscriptions from the 
banks were not made for speculative purposes, 
but wore to meet a genuine demand for tho 
bonds, for tho profits arising frow the com- 
mission paid on large subscriptions were very 
much lessened by the necessity of buying 
from the Government at par and telling 
at from one half to one-quarter per cent 
below par. The true oxplanation of these 
extraordinary subscriptigns may be found in 
tho genoral lack of safe investments for capi- 
til. During tho past two or three weeks the 
anticipated demavd for money to meet the 
Aprileettlemonts has produced a security in 
the money market and has increased the rates

consequence capital has been diverted from 
investinent in the four per cents, Since the 
Secretary of tho Treasury has given notico 
that he will anticipate the redemption of the 
bulk of 5-20 bonds maturing in Apri! and will 
receive them in payment of any subscriptions 
to tho four per cent loan, the money market 
has been much easier and the apprehended 
difficulty in making the April settlements con- 
siderably lessened. ‘The money market thus 
relieved, capital naturally sceks again invest. 
ment in the four per cents. A prominent 
Treasury official said yesterday that, in his 
opinion, the four per cent bonds would soon 
advance to a premium of one per cent, 


Business seems to multiply in the hands of 
the Presbytery of Brooklyn, which at first 
commenced operations on one minister, but 
now has in addition six contumacious church 
members to deal with. The committeo which 
formulated the charges against Dr, Talmage 
presented a formidablo list of witnesses to 
prove the accusations. ‘The *‘true inward. 
ness” of how this committee was deluded into 
believing that these gentlemen knew anything 
against Talmage is as yot an unwritten bit of 
history. ‘Cho six witnesses having been twice 
cited, and having twico refused to haye any- 
thing to do with the trial, they are, by a rule 
of the Book of Discipline, excommunicated 
until they repent. Instead of being sorry 
they read the Presbytery a lecture for its 
folly for going into the ‘l'almage trial at oll, 
and this fills the prosecutors exceedingly full 
of indignation, Among the spectators on 
Wednesday I noticed Henry Ward Beecher, 
who enjoyed the fun that pervaded a great 

rtion of the proceedings on that day. ‘The 
jaughter was most unseemly, and arcse at 
times out of the gravest motions, A propo- 
sition to sing a hymn while waiting for a 
witness created merriment, which was ro: 
doubled when “' Blest be the tie that binds” 
was named, probably from the feeling that it 
would be ridiculous for the members of the 
Rresbytery to assume an appearance even of 
fellowship. 

The unloading of the United States ship 
Supply and of the merchant ship 7'rimountain, 
which brought returned goods from the Paris 
exposition, was, owing to the syatem adopted 
in shipping and to the facilities given by the 
custom-houge authorities at New York, com- 

leted with very little delay and expense, 
Zach exhibitor having been required to file an 
invoice of his goods before they left the United 
States and a return invoice when they were 
shipped from Paris, the confusion and loss 
which attended the return of the goods from 
tho Paris exposition of 1867 and from tho 
Vienna exposition of 1873 were entirely 
avoided. large part of the goods were 
taken from the wharf in Brooklyn by the ex- 
hibitors and those remaining have beon stored 
in the bonded warehouse of Messrs. Martin & 
Fay. The American pictures, which had 
been Joaned for the exhibition, were found to 
be in excellont condition, and have been re- 
stored to their owners, among whom may be 
named ex-Gov. Morgan, Parke Godwin, Sena- 
tor Jones, William E, Dodge, Jr., and Whito- 
law Reid. A numbor of American pjctures 
wero sold in Paris to the National lottory at 
prices ranging from $200 to $600. Four of 
tho American artists received awards, viz.: 
N.P.N. Dana, F.A, Bridgman, John Lafarge 
andaWalterShirlaw,  ‘Uhie remaining goods 
to be returned to this country are upon the 
United States ship Constitution, which, havin, 
been thoroughly overkauled at Lisbon, sale 
from that pert on Saturday lagt. Sho will 
proceed to Now York, and there discharge a 
small part of her cargo, and thon go with tho 
bulk of it to Philadelphia, from which city 
she originally sailed for Franco. Tho United 
States marines, whoso presence at the great 
exposition was a marked featuro of the Ameri- 
can section, are upon the Constitution,

and thus vitiated the policy of insurance. 
Ho argued that the suicide was deliberate, 
otherwise, instead of evincing a desire for 
tho safety of the public by desiring his wife 
to send for the night operator, he would 
have told her that he had accidentally 
poisoned himself and asked to send for the 
doctor, telling him to, bring an antidote for 
Sulphate of copper. Instead of doing this, 
he remained silent as to his action, and his 
motive in doing so was to sgcure his wife 
and childron the amount for which his life 
was insured, but his secrot had been wrong 
from him by his exclamation “*may God 
forgive mo,” mado in response to that of 
Mrs. Forrest. Mr, Colclough could not have 
been ignorant of the poisonons nature of 
the vitriol solution,nor could he haye taken 
it from the battery by accident. That an 
inch of the fluid had been taken from 
the battery cup, and within a very fow 
minutes of Colclough’s entering the office, 
they had watisfactory evidence, and it was 
found in Colclough’s vomit and on the plat~ 
form, where it had drained from the cup 
left there, and which was a spare cup that 
deceased knew to be saturated with poison 
and which stood near tho battery, Ho 
therefore: asked the jury to give a verdict 
according to the evidence, 

Dr. MoMicmaet, for tho plaintiff, said 
some yoars ago he entered into a contract 
with the Company in question to pay to 
his wife and chililron $2,000 in caso of his 
death. He had paid them $50 per year, 
and ho regretted that the Company  resist- 
ed the claim so stiffly and sought to attach 
4 stigma to his momory and to his. widow 
and family by alleging that he had com- 
mitted suicide, Much stress was laid on 
tho exclamation of deceased to Mrs, Forrest 
but that in itself was nothing, as no one 
was 00 righteous as to pass away from 
earth without secking forgiveness. The 
Company asked them to pronounce that 
this man had committed murder — golf. 
murder—but he held that no man charged 
with murdering another would be convict- 
ed on such evidence as that before them.

Ho contended that tho deceasod 
had not committed solf-destruction, moro 
especially violent golf-destruction,as named 
in tho policy. It would not hurt the Com- 
pany for them to declare that tho decoased 
was not guilty and that tho widow aud 
orphans should receive what they would 
thus bo entitled to. 

His Lonpsurp, in summing up, said tho 
matter Was a simple one of contract, to 
which both parties must bo held. The 
Company contracted to pay the doceased 
$2,000 in event of his death by natural 
moans, or if by suicide to repay the instal- 
ments paid, less what might have been 
paid as profits, Ho could not imagine any 
fairer sort of a contract. The defendants 
say that Wm. H, Colclough died from a 
violent act of solf destruction, caused by 
the discovery of his misappropriation of 
the funds of his omployérs. He roviewed 
the evidence for the defendants at consid- 
orablo longth, and asked them to enquire 
as to tho cause of death, ‘The plaintiff al- 
leged that thero was circumstantial ovi- 
donce, which was of a doubtful charactor, 
and contended that Mr, Colclough, owing 
to Mr. Jeffs’ action, would have relieved 
his mind from fear of consequences. ‘The 
plaintiff said she would not take back the 
$50 por year tendered by the Company, 
because it would attach the stigma of 
suicide to her husband's memory ; 
but if she did believe that ho committed 
suicide it would not bo honest for her 
to seek to obtain the money which was not 
legally accruing.

Tho Vice-Consul of 
the United States protested in vain. The 
Captain General would not even recognize his 
communication. His treatment by the Spanish 
authorities has been exceeding insulting and 
rude, The owners’ interests are probably lost.

Bone Meal for Cows. 
A gentleman writes to an exchange as 
follows :—‘* Noticing an article in ‘the 
Springfield Union by a gentleman in Maine 
relating tothe treatment of neat stock 
when affected with the habit of eatin, 
wood, chewing bones &c., I was reminde 
of an occurrence which took place soon 
after I commenced business in this place. 
One of the first articles inquired for was 
pire ground bone for cattle. I made 
further inquiries of my customer, and he 
said he had a valuable cow that could not 
get upon her feet on account of failing 
in her bones. Aascertaining where the 
article could be obtained I sent inimediate- 
ly for a barrel and sold to this man ten 
pounds. In about two weeks after he 
commenced feeding the bone meal the cow 
recovered her strength entirely. Before 
the attack he would not have sold the cow 
for 875, but at that time he would have 
sold her for $20. The bone meal effected 
4 complete cure and restored her original 
value. After this I always kept bone meal 
for sale, and sold a number of barrels every 
year. About one-half pint at a time is the 
quantity to be fed, 
—_—_—___ 


Gas tar and Ourculio Again. 


In answer to ‘* W. P. F.,” in relation to 
destroying curculio, 1 will say that I haye 
had good success with gas-tar, better than 
with sheets and jurring, in preventing the 
dopredations of the curculio. I manage as 
follows ;— 


i put the tarin a long handled fryin, 
pan heated with coals just so the tar wil 
not blaze,and walk through the plantation. 
The curculio will immediately fly off be- 
yond the fumes of the burning tar, and 
will not return so long as any of the fumes 
remain. 


This system of fumigation should» be 
commenced as soon as tho fruit is fairly 
formed,and should be kept up as often and 
a4 long os is necessary through the season, 
say twice per woek and directly after a 
shower of rain. 

When there is but a light breeze of wind, 
by passing along the windward sides of an 
orchard, the entire plantation will be im- 
pregnated with the fumes. I have no 
trouble with curculio in plum orchards 
thus treated.

to 10lba., and soldering thom air-tight. Thus 
packed, prime butter will stand a long ocean 
voyago, and roach a distant market as frosh 
and aromatic as when sealed up. ‘Tho cost of 
packing will be slightly more, but this extra 
coat will bo moro than recompensed, even in 
ourhome market, by preventing tho groat 
deterioration it suffers in holding for a better 
market, have simply applied to 
butter-packing the method ised ty our fruit 
Proworvors; and fruits are much moro poriah- 
able than buttor, yet this plan has been used 
for fruits with entire aucoons. We trust this 
mothod will be thoroughly t by a largo

The moat interesting matter received by 
the last mail from the Cape is the follow- 
ing explicit account contained in a private 
letter of the herioc action at Rorke’s Drift. 
At gives by far the best description of that 
action that we have yet received :— 


“On the same day as the fatal battle and 
disastor that befel our troops at Teandula, 
when, among other torrible casualties, 21 
officers and upwards of 800 men of tho 
24th,the Warwickshiro regiment, lost their 
lives defending their camp and colors, a 
Zulu army, numbering at least 3,000 men, 
attacked with great bravery and persist- 
ency the above post. Rorke’s Drift was 
held by “B” Company of the 2nd_ battal- 
ion of the 24th Regiment, under Lieut. 
Gonville Bromhead, The company num- 
bered 90 men, Besides these there wero 
40 “‘casuals” present, 34 of them pationts 
in the hospital, left behind ill when the 
column advanced into Zululand under Lord 
Chelmsford} the whole of these under tho 
command of Lieutenant now Major,Chard, 
of the Royal Engineers, the senior officer, 
under whose able superintendence and 
orders Lieutenant, now Major, Bromhead 
and his men worked and acted. 

At three o'clock in theafternqon of the 
22nd, Lieutenant Brombead received a 
hastily written despatch from Captain 
Gardner, 14th Hussars, informing him that 
the camp of the third column had been tak- 
en by the enemy, and he would be attack- 
ed that night. Capt. Gardner had been en- 
kaged in the fight at the camp, had stayed 
till the last moment, and then galloped for 
his life. He escaped across Buffalo River, 
hotly pursued, and managed to write the 
warning to Lieutenant Bromhead, and then 
rode on Helpmakaar, another port in the 
line of communication. His forethought 
gaye the officers a short hour for prepara- 
tion. It was badly needed. Nothing had 
been done to prepare the place for defence, 
the arrangements for so doing having been 
put off by order until the arrival of an ex-

ido, they came on again. Tho fighting in 
‘* became hand to hand over the mealio 
sacks, 


The assailants used onl¥ their assogain. | 
These they did not throw, but used only | 
as stabbing weapons. Directly a soldier 

showed his head over tho parapet to get a| 
shot he was thrust at. Once or twice the 

Kaffirs actually seized the bayonets and 

tried to wrench them off the rifles. One| 
of our men loaded whilst a Zulu was tug- | 
ging at his bayonet. He pulled tho trigger 
and blew the plucky fellow to atoms. Thoy 

next tried to set fire to the thatched roof 
of the store. Iu tho face of a hot fire thoy 
got up to the house, and ono fine savage 
had his brains blown out as he was holding 
a brand against tho eaves, and sothe fight 
continued till after midnight, from which 
time till 44, m, they gradually withdrew, 
only every now and then making a charge, 
They carried with them all their dead and 
wounded that they could. The last of thom 
left just before dawn. They left 370 dead 
onthe field, Thess wero counted and 
buried in heaps. Many of them were 
recognized by their shields as belonging to 
one ofthe crack Royal regiments. ‘Tho 
majority was of a certain uge, in poor con- 
dition and of small statue. Our loss, 
counting five of the patients, was 13 killed 
and ten wounded. Three of the latter 
have since died of their wounds. 


_ The names of those who especially dis- 
tinguished themselves must be mentioned: 
—Privates John Williams, Henry Hook, 
William Jones, and Robert Jones of the 
24th regiment had been posted in the hos- 
pital, They defended the house room by 
room to the last. None of them had around 
of ammunition in his pouch when they left 
the burning building and it was only ow- 
ing to their bravery that the last of their 
.Patients escaped, Corporal Allen and Pri- 
vate Hatch must also be mentioned for their 
courageous form and assistance. Badly 
wounded early in the evening, and incap- 
acitated from firing themselves, they never 
ceased going round and supplying ammuni- 
tion from the reserve to the fighting mon, 
It was a gallant defeuce. The young sol- 
diers stuck together, backed each other up 
and fought splendidly. They never waver- 
ed fora moment. Moat of them are Welah- 
men by birth, with but a few months of 
drill and training, and effusion of esprit de 
corps, they have become the best and 
pluckiest of ‘Warwickshire lads,” and 
gloriously kept up the traditions of the old 
24th, It was of the utmost stragetical im- 
portance that this place should not be cap- 


pected party of Royal Engineers and the 
4th Regiment. ‘The policy of this neglect 
was in keeping with the whole of the under- 
estimated power of the Zulus as a fighting 
nation, ‘The tents were pitched outside a 
farmhouse, or rather houses, as there wore 
two, Ono was used asa store and the other 
asa hospital. They were forty yards apart. 
Lieut. Bromhead struck the tents and oc- 
cupied the houses. He managed to pile a 
few biscuit boxes and sacks of mealics as a 
sort of parapet towards tho garden on one 
side and a hill which completely command- 
ed the houses and yards on the other. 
hese lines connected the two houses, and 
formed a broken and imperfect barricade at 
best, and were nowhere more than two feet 
high. The advanced guard of the Zulus ap- 
peared at first at 4-p.m. It came round the 
south corner of the hill in a body of from 
500 to 600 strong, led by a chief on horse- 
back. They halted for a moment and 
then advanced quietly but quickly atarun, 
taking advantage of every bit of cover. It 
seemed as if they had expected to surprise 
thecamp. Our men opened fire at 500 yards. 
The first man to fall was the chief. He 
wasshot by private Dunbar, and fell off 
his horse headlong. Numbers of the 
enemy fell at once. They hesitated, broke, 
and the greater number scattered to their 
left and occupied the gardea and orchard, 
where there was plenty of clover. A few 
got up close tothe honsesand lay behind the 
oven and kitchens that there were built. 
Scarcely any of theso men had guns or 
rifles, Others came on in a continuous 
stream, and occupied the hill above, and 
gradually encircled the two houses. 


All the men who had guns were station- 
ed on the hill, and kept up a continuous 
and rapid fire on the yard. It caught our 
men in their backs,as they were guarding 
the garden side, and five men were thus 
shot dead, Had thoy been good marks- 
men the place was untenable, but they 
fired wildly and badly, for the most part 
asif tho noise had as much eflect as the 
bullets.. It now became dusk. The Aulus 
crept np nearer and nearer, under cover of 
the bushes and long grass. They were able 
to get within five yards of the hospital 
without being seen from this point, in 
parties of from fifteen to twenty. They 
repeatedly attacked the end room of the 
hospital. They made these attacks in the 
most deliberate manner, advancing after 
the manner of their daycing, with a pranc- 
ing atop and high action. They cared 
nothing for slaughter, but endeayored 
in the most persistent manner to get over 
the barricade and into the hospital. Lieut. 
Bromhead, collecting a few men togethe 
hadtodrivothom offwith a bayonet charge, 
Then they would retire, and all of them in 
chorus shout and strike ther shields. Qur 
men cheered in answer, and kt them have 
it. Thero were plenty of ammunition, 
and after the first half hour thero 
was no waste. How deliberate and 
telling tho fire was may be gathored 
from the following incidents :—Vrivate 
Josoph Williams,a young Welshmon,undor 
two years’ service, had a amall window in 
tho hospital to shoot from. Next morning 
fourteen wee warriors were counted out- 
side his window,and several more down his 
line of fire. As soon as the ammunition 
was all oxpended, ho and the other mon with 
him dofended the door of the room till the 
enemy by sheor weight of numbers forced 
it open. " Poor fellow, ho was seized by tho 
hands and armadragged out and assegaiod, 
and mutilated before the eyes of his com 
rados, Another inatance Private Don- 
bar, the samo man who shot ‘tho chief on 
horseback, was posted to watch tho hill as 
tho Kalflirs streamed down from their right. 
This man, alson Welshman, and of less 
norvico than the above mentioned, shot 
oight’of the enemy in aa many consecutive 
shots, Lieutenant Chard waa standing by 
him on he did it, and the bodivs wore found 
heaped one on tho other next mornings Tho 
onomy at last effwcted a lodgmont in tho 


hospital. ‘Thirty of tho pationta were got 
out in timo, Moat of thom were pushed | 
and pulled through m window, whieh 


opened on the yard, Sergeant Maxfiold, a 
fine young soldier, waa very ill with foyer 
and delirious. He could not be moved, 
and ho was killed in his hod. They now 
not fire to tho hospital, Tho roof waa 
thatoh and it quickly blazed. By ite light |

The Crown Princess of Germany. 


We extract the following from “Anecdotal 
Photographs” in Truth: The Crowa 
Princess of Germany is ono of the most 
charming persons living. Englishmen were 
provid of the Princess Royal, and Germans 
feel at least as warm a sentiment in respect 
of their future Empress. Perhaps inde- 
pendence of spirit is about the most stri 
ing trait in the character of the Princess. 
Asacomplement to this fact, it may be 
added that a habit of speaking what she 
considers the truth in a remarkably vigor- 
ous manner is that one of Her Imperial 
Highness’s qualities which ever and anon 
inspires hor well-wishers with most uneasi- 
ness. It is well known that the late Lord 
Russell did his very best to make himself 
disagreeable to his sovereign. ‘* Mamma 
says you're such a nasty man,” quoth the 
little Princess ope day to the shortest 
Liberal statesman of the age. Pleasanter 
to relate is the story ofacertain distinguish- 
ed physician, and how he would frequently 
call at Windsor Castle, and how the 
Princess would always familiarly address 
him as ‘*Brown,” for ho was a merry phy- 
sician and she was a merry child. Remon- 
strances from a most august personage fail- 
ed te induce tho Princess to grace 
“Brown's” name with somo sort of prefix. 
At length she was peremptorily informed 
that if she ever again ventured to make use 
of this unceremoniously style of address 
the punishment would by an instant dis- 
missal (vulao, ‘packing olf") to bed. Tho 
physician reappeared in a day or two, and 
was greeted by the young lady with these 
words: ‘* Good morning, Brown, and 
good night, too, Brown, for I’m off to bed.” 
The Crown Princess is notovly distinguish- 
ed by independence of character and public 
spirit, but—which is possibly of more ao- 
count—by those domestic virtues which wo 
Britons love to consider as producta speci- 
ally indigenous to our isle, As daughter, 
sister, wife, mother she haa been perfect. 
But, indeed, when one of Queen Victoria's 
dayghters is spoken of, such facts are ac- 
cepted as beyond discussion. Iudepen- 
dence of spirit is, unhappily, apt to be 
allied with — shall one say | — preci- 
pitanco of judgment. The Princess's ad- 
4—i.¢, all who havo the honor of Her 
sss acquaintance—were somewhat 
dismayed at her enthusiastic patronage of 
Lord “Boaconsteld, The fact was, the 
Princess imagined he had, in a more espo- 
cial degree than other statesmen, the hon- 
or and interests of England at heart. 
Hence sho sent him a nosegay surmounted 
with a strawberry ; but that was three years 
before the Berlin surrender, and peace 
with modified honor. A cynical old French | 
proverb agsorta that kingly government 
means government by a queen, When 
one remembers that a certain venerable 
monarch hax passed oven the period of 
“labor and sorrow” which the inspired 
writor Oxes as the ultimate term of human 
existence, one can scarcely help musing on 
some possible effects of the reign of Fred- 
erick William wid Victoria, Emperor and 
Empress of Germany. For one thing, it 
must not be mupposed that the advent of 
the next sovereign of the Fatherland will 
bo at all synchronous with the adoptio 
Liberal principles by the Government of 
Borlin, at Jonst as Liboral prinoiples are 
undoratood by Englishmen, Tho Crown 
Princess ontortains the deepest admiration 
for the (political) charactor of Catharino 
IL. of Russia, and basin her tho germs of 
afar more virtuous, but equally high-hand- 
od Cathorine, Vi et armis, she would odu- 
cate her subjects into an approciation of 
Geist and culture, compol Catholic bishops 
to marry, and Bonedictine monks to preach | 
tho advantages of a comfortable income, 
anda sober enjoyment of this world’s

o realize the idoal of Henri Quatre, 
pablo every Pomeranian aant to 
iy stowed chickon (with prance) at loast 
ones an woek, But she would not relax tho 
military obligations of the said ponsant, 
nor shorton hia term of service, nor anb- 
goribo the balf-quartor-of a mark to tho 
fund of the Px Society.

The Iron Industry. 


Asa result of tho National Policy, wo 
Joarn from our exchanges of an increased 
activity in existing manufactorica hithorto 
depressed, the revival of industries which 
had been discontinued on account of undue 
foreign competition, and the making of ar-

HANLAN AND HAWOON IN TRAIN: | 


English Opinions as to their 
Merits. 

The following special frem Nowcastlo ap- | 
pears in the Globe of to-day 

Neweasrit, April 16.—Edward Hanlan is 
doing well, aud is engaged in daily practice, 
and shows good form. Ho j# now in fair 
condition, the trouble caused by the cold and 
boil from which be was suffering having pasa- 
ed away, Mesers, Ward and Davie have ar- 

rived at Newcastlo, and aro paying all atton- 
tion to the training of the champion, Thore 
ia no bottling. 

The following special appears in the Mail 

Neweastie, April 16 —The past fow days 
have beon bloak and windy and decidedly un- 
favorable to training for a big boat race, 
Still both Hanlan and Hawdon have been do- 
ing a fair amount of work, and beyond the 
fact that their practice has not beon as com- 
fortable as it wight have been had tho clerk 
of the weather beon in a little pleasanter 
mood, they do not appear to havo suffored 
much. Both are in good health and rowing 
well. Hawdou bas shown considerable im- 
provement within the last day or two, and 
has greatly increated the confidence of his 
principal supporters, who from the great re, 
ports they bad heard of the Canadian,woro at 
ono timo a little disposed to fear for the re- 
sult. Now, however, they aro very sanguine. 
Hawdon is working with tho greatest deter. 
mination, and evidently will not succumb 
without a tough struggle, He says very lit 
tle, but appears colmly confident. ‘hero can 
be no no doubt but that ho is very fast, and 
can stay over a long stretch, but still con- 
noissours outside of his immediate friends do 
not faucy him very much for this race. They 
think he requires time for development, and 
that in another year or two he will rew be- 
hind no sculler living. But at present they 
seom to be of the opinion that Hanlan has 
him well in hand. The Canadian, whois now 
under the personal supervision of Messrs, 
Ward and Davis, of the Toronto Hanlan Club, 
also shows some improvement, but Tynesid- 
ers are still somewhat dissatisfied with his 
leisur<ly method of moving, and think that if 
ho is to be ranked in tho first-class his atroke 
should be moro rapid, though even with the 
present rate he makes his shell travel quickly 
through the water.

results in a strain of enfeebled though hand- 
some fowls. The Leghorns are acclimated 
American breeds, which originated from 
birds brought from the Mediterranoan,and 
they have been improved in this country by 
circumstances that have given them a pre- 
eminent position for the farmer, when 
birds such as are aboye recommended are 
selected.

This indicates a chemical agentin the at- 
mosphere, called ozone. Its discoverer, 
Prosessor Shanbien, is also the discoverer 
of gun-cotton. 


Tho Royal Commission on accidents in 
coal mines, lately organized in England, 
will have to report upon the comparative 
value of different torts of safety lamps. An 
earnest controversy on this subject is ex- 

; but there can “be no doubt, we 
think, ss to the wisdom of the suggestion 
that a better system of securing the locks 
of safety lamps is needed. Many an ex- 
plosion has been caused by the carelésiness 
of a minor who has been ablé to open his 
lamp for some trivial object. 


Chloride of methyl in its liquid form is a 
powerful agent in the production of intense 
cold, A temperature of 55 degrecs below 
the zero of the centigrade thermometer can 
be produced’ by meano of its evaporationin 
the presetice of a current of dry air passing 
through the liquid. Professor Roscoe, of 
Owens College, Manchester, announces 
that he has been able to freeze a mass of 
mercury by this treatment with chloride of 
methyl, so that he could hammer the hard- 
ened quicksilver just like so much lead. 


It is well known to physiologists that a 
change in the relative proportion of the 
white corpuscles and tho red Sarpiesles in 
the blood appears to be caused by taking 
food, Shortly after meals the number of 
white corpuscles is increased, if we may re- 
ly upon the view which has been mostly 
accepted on this stibject. A different con- 
clusion however has lately boen reached by 
Messrs Curler and Bradford, two English 
investigators, who assert the fact to be that 
tho red corpuscles increase in number and 
the white corpuscles decrease after food 
has been taken. Further observations in 
this field may throw some light upon tho 
comparative efficacy of tonics of different 
sorts.

For this 
addition to our receipts, the Mowat Gov- 
ernment can certainly claim no credit. 

Again the receipts of 1872 and 1873 wore 

swelled by $602,665, the proceeds of the 

North Shore timber sale, less purchase 

money unpaid tothe amount of $58,136, 

leaving a not balance of $544,529 as ‘the 
proceeds ofan unjustifiable job porpetrated 
behind tho backs of the people's ropresent- 
atives. This was not ordinary revenue, in- 
deed it should hot be looked upon as re- 

venue in’ say fehto, as it was merely a 

conversion of capital from one form to an- 

other, Besidos this,as may bo learned 
from the report of the Commissioner of 

Orown Lands for 1872, a sum of $101,463, 

recelyod from Woods and Forests in De- 
ember, 1871, was not credited until Janu- 
ary, 1872, and therefore properly belong- 
ed to tho previous yoar, and to the receipts 
under the previous administration. Adding 
this to the previous sum, we have $644,992 
of extraordinary receipts from this source 
under the Reform regime. 

' Again, the accumulated surplus of Mr. 
Sandfield Macdonald has been a fruitful 
sourdb “of revenue during the Inst soven 
years, and inasmuch as tho revenue deriv- 
ed therefrom was only $389,000 in Sand- 
field’s time, os against $1,502,617 during 
that ofthe present Government, and as 
this source of income has already docreas-

An Unsuccessful Dodge. 


When the division waa taken in the 
House of Commons upon Mr, Mackenzie's 
amendment to the tariff, thoro were a5 4 
matter of courso a number of gontlomen on 
both aides of politics absont, amongst oth- 
ers Mr, Doull, ono of the members for Pic- 
tou, Nova Scotia, It so happened that a 
day or two before the vote was taken, a 
telegram reached Ottawa to the offect that 
tho Picton Board of Trado had hold a moot- 
ing and had passed resolutions condomna- 
tory of the tariff, wheroupon the Grit press 
mot upon Mr. Doull, acousing him of hay- 
ing shirked tho vote for foar of incurring 
the displeasure of his constituents, and an 
sorting that the Maritimo Provinces wore in 
aformont against the National Policy. 

Those assortions, which had boon bandied 
about for some days, have boon most offect- 
ually disproved by Mr. Doull, who on the 
16th stated to'tho Houso, asa matter of 
privilege, that he had been provented by 
indispoaition from recording his vote, which 
he manfully stated would have beon in favor 
of tho policy of the Government, He was 
about to proceed to give further explana- 
tions, when Mesars, Mackenzie and Holton 
endeavored to apply the gag by raising a 
point of order, This attompt to prevent 
the truth becoming fully known was, how- 
ever, fruitless, as Sir John Macdonald took 
up Mr, Doull’s causo with vigor, and, tho 
Speaker ruling in his favor, tho membor

facts. From this atatement it appears that 
this so-called meeting of the Pictou Board 
of Trade was not a legal meeting, as a num- 
ber of members sufficient to form a quorum 
didnot attend, Of the seven who put in an 
appearanco, six woro Grits, who, sooing a 
favorable opportunity for giving expression 
to their views, proceeded to transact busi- 
ness in contravention of the rules of their 
organization. It is not diffioult to imagine 
the chopfallen appoarance which the gentle- 
men who would have closed Mr. Doull’s 
mouth presented when the whole facts were 
revealed, and the object of their offorta to 
gag that gentloman was made apparent.

A Taniturxa Sornz. -— The Montreal 
Star says of the break up of the ico bridge 
at that city on the 17th :—“When.the ico 
commenced to move four teams were upon 
the Longueuil side crossing to Montreal.

Tus Canapiaw Cattix Trapr.—A de- 
spatch from Ottawa}on the 17th says: ‘In 
the Committeo on Immigration and Coloni- 
zation to-day, Mr. Cramp, agent of the Do- 
minion Steamship Company, was examinod 
relative to the cattle trade, He advocated 
the appointment of an inspeotor by the Gov- 
ernment to examine cattle coming from the 
north-weatern States, where, he said, no 
plouro-pneumonia ever was known, in order 
to secure the removal of the embargoes placed 
on the trade by the recont Order-in-Council, 
The value of atock shipped from Montreal 
last year was two million dollars, giving 
freight payments of $500,000.

filed a bill in Chancery to have the patent 
That 
Bill was dismissed by the Court on appli- 
cation of Maas upon the ground that it had 
not been served upon him in Michigan within 
tho timo required by tho rules of the Court, 
and then the present suit was commenced. 
Tho defences raised compelled the plaintiffe 
to prove the death of Orton, who his heir was, 
and the execution of the deeds by such hoir, 
nearly all of the witnesses required to prove 
these facts living in England or New York 
State, Two commissions had to be issued ; as 
no one who know him hero saw him die, his 
death could only be proved by circumstantial 
evidence. It was proved by Josoph Bateman 
that in 1865 Orton went with Bim and Mr, 
Allan Campbell with a drove of cattle to 
Watertown, and thore hired with ono Hendor- 
ton,a tile manufacturor, Ona subsequent visit 
Bateman learned that Orton had gone into 
the asylum, and died there in December of 
that year. The thon keeper of the asylum 
deposed that the John Orton who came into 
the asylum from Henderson's tile yard died 
there, and gavo tho plaintiff's agent a carpot 
bag and pocket book, which belonged to the 
samo man. The pocket-book had the name 
“J. Orton” written on it, and the bag was 
identified by Batoman and Campbell as being 
like tho one the John Orton had when thoy 
wont with him, and Mr, Henderson, 
tho tile manufacturer, gave the samo 
agent a watch key which belonged to 
this Jobn Orton/ho had hired and sent to the 
asylum, and Mrs. Orton in England identitied 
it as having belonged to her husband.. Tho 
evidence taken in England proved that there 
was a amall scar on one of his arms below tho 
elbow, occasioned by a burn from a hot iron 
in childhood, | A similar mark was proven to 
havo beon on the arm of the Johu Orton who 
died in the asylum, and his age,as entered in 
the record the 0, corresponded exactly with 
that given by tho relatives in England of the 
veritable man, and tho acoounts and history 
of himself given to the superintendent of the 
asylum and Hendorson corresponded with 
what was known of the real Orton. Tho ovi« 
dence taken in Watertown also ostablished 
conclusively that-no such magistrates as Peter 
Clark or Richard Hill over lived in St, Law- 
rence County, New York, and witnesses from 
the Hastings Road proved that there was no 
settler of the name of John Lowis thero, and 
only one of the namo of Lewis, whoso first name 
was David. Sarah Dougherty was called, and 
said sho was formerly the wifo of said David 
Lowis, since deceasod, and that her name was 
Sarab, not Mary ; and Mrs Patrick Donoghue 
testified that in 1873, whon the affidavits woro 
dated at Onwogatohio, eho and her husband 
wero living in Detroit, and that he nover wont 
farther cast in the States than Buffalo.

Dominion Parliament. 
FOURTH PARLIAMENT —FIRST SESSION. 


Wepnespay, April 17. 

In the House of Commons, after routine, 
Sir John A. Macdonald, in reply to a ques- 
tion informed the House that the Govern- 
ment intended to erect a monument to Sir 
George E, Oartier, as was determined in 
1873. 

Mr. Dovtt rose to a question of privi- 
lege, and denied he shirked the yote on 
the tariff, and stated that his absence was 
due to Rasispoel tions He had been charg- 
ed with shirking the vote because of a re- 
solution by the Pictou Board of 
Trade, but he showed that the mocting of 
the board consisted of six Grit/politicians 
and a chairman, who was the other way, 
and the resolution was carried by that 
charming combination. 

Mr. DeCosnos withdrew his motion re- 
lating to the anti-Chinese petition, and 
substituted ona.providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Special Committee to enquire 
into the alleged grievances. In his speech 
he proposed that no Chinaman should be 
permitted to exercise the right of a citizen, 
to be employed on public works or in ves- 
sols, to purchase or sell real estate, &o. 

The Premier said the Government saw 
no objection to the motion passing. 

The motion was carried. 

A motion by Dr. Fiset asking for the 
papers respecting the dismissal of the sta- 
tion master at St. Oimon was after some 
discussion passed. 

After recoss, the House occupied con- 
siderablo time in Committee on two private 
and public Bills, after which Mr, Casey 
moved the second reading of his ‘* Civil 
Service Bill.” Hoe explained its provis- 
ions and the past history of the agitation, 
with the whole of which facts the publio is 
conversant. The discussion was, however, 
brought to a close by an announcement 
from the Minister of Finance that the Gov- 
ernment intended during the recess to con- 
sider the whole question and introduce a 
Bill remedying some of the evils complain- 
ed of. The Bill was withdrawn. 

Mr, MoOarruy moved tho second read- 
ing of a Bill to amend the Act to regulate 
the corstruction and maintenance of marino 
and electrio telegraphs.

Every housekeoper may not know of 
what they are capablo in the lino of keop- 
ing their tinware in order. If a pan or 
any other yossel loaks, take a sharp knife 
and scrape the tin around tho leak yntil it 
ia bright, so that the solder will stick. 
Then sprinkle on a little powdered resin, 
and with your soldering iron niclt it on. 
Do'not have the iron too hot or the solder 
will adhear to that, After two or three 
trials you will do a job to be proud of. If 
you do not own a soldering Iron, procure 
one by all moans ; but when hard pressed, 
the khob on tho end of the Gre shoyel or a 
smooth piece of iron will do, or you may 
hold a candle under the spot to be mond- 
ed, 


TRI-COLOR CAKE, 

One coffee cup of white sugar, one table- 
spoonfal of butter, whites of four oggs, 
two-thirds of a cup of sweet cream, one 
heaping cup of flour, half a teaspoon of 
soda, one of croam tartar. Make another 
cake the samo, using yolks ; then another 
using red sand in place of white sugar. 
Bake in sheets, as jelly cake. Lay three 
sheets thus, thered in tho centre, the yel- 
low underneath, the white above. Lay 
them eet while warm, putting jelly or 
cocoanut froating between. 

MOTHEXS, THINK OF THI6. 

The following suggestion is worthy the 
consideration of parents :—‘* Nervousness 
with a child is almost always a matter of 
the stomach. A crust of bread will usual- 
ly put an ond to the most obstinate por- 
serveness, Children, for this reason, 
should never be allowed to goto bed, after 
a tit of crying, with an empty stomach. A 
bit of bread and jelly, or a cup of custard, 
will bring back smiles and happiness when 
all tho moral law fails, and for the sound- 
est of reasons.” 

BLACKING. 

The following receipts for making black- 
ing are taken from a roliable source : Liquid 
blacking: Rub well together one pound of 
ivory black in fine powder, three-quarters 
of a pound of treacle, and two ounces of 
awoet oil, Afterwards add one pint of 
vinegar, @ud the same quantity of beer. 
Paste blacking: Ivory black, oue pound ; 
treaclo, half a pound ; olive oil and oil of 
vitriol, of each, two ounces; water, a suf- 
ficient quantity. 

NANCY PUDDING. 

Take avy pieces of bread that may be 
left from making stuffing or from other 
dishes, cut it into very small pieces, and 
pour over it sufficient boiling water or milk 
to soak it}; then beat it smooth with a fork, 
and stir into it three ounces of fine moist 
suyar, a little nutmeg, the peel of a lemon 
grated, and half a pound of raisins or cur- 
rants. Mix all well together with two or 
threo beaten oggs, and bake it in a butter- 
ed pie-dish. 


THE EYES. 

Favor your eyes in every possible man- 
ner. If you sit down to write or to read, 
manage to do so in a way to bring'the light 
over yourshoulder. Do not front tho light 
—that is very trying to the optic nerves, 
aud will in time seriously injure them. A 
little care in this matter will give you good 
eye-sight ten years later in life than if you 
neglect such simple and casy rules. 

KAZOR TASTE. 


A razor can be kept sharp and bright at 
all times by using the following paste :— 
Emery reduced to an impalpable powder, 
two parts, spermaceti ointment one part, 
mixed carofully together and put evenly on 
aleather strop. This used daily to strop 
the razor bofore and after sliaving, will keep 
it sharp for years. Grinding, or honing a 
razor, is hardly ovor needed. 

POTATOES, 

To have your potatoes well done and 
mealy, they should be put into boiling wa- 
ter when first put on to cook, and when 
sufficiently done the water should be pollred 
off, and tho kettle kept carefully covered 
until ready to serve. Potatoes can be 
baked at a vory short notice, if they be 
boiled first until partially done, then bako 
quickly. Five minutes is long enough.

To properly appreciate the above, it is 
necessary to recall tho following facts :— 
‘Mr. Tilley, who had been for a numbor of 
the leader of the Liberal party in New 
nswick, and who had warmly advocated 
the confederation of the Provinces, took 
office as Minister of Customs in tho first 
Government of the Dominion.

Dominion Parliament. 
FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


Tuvunspay, April 17. 

In the House of Commons after routine, 
aresolution providing that whenever under 
any Canadian Act or law tonnage dues are 
to be levied on any we in a Canadian 
port such tonnago shall bo exclusive of any 
space added to tho ship's registered ton- 
nage by the 23rd section, Merchants’ Ship- 
ping Act, 1876, was passed and incorporat- 
ed in a Bill to the same effect, 

A similar course was adopted with a re- 
solution providing for the appointment of 
two additional judges in British Columbia 
at $4,000 each per annum. 

Mr. Cocxnurn (Northumberland) intro- 
duced a Bill established the right of appeal 
against arbitration by the Public Works 
Department.

ville anid that Mr. Burpee had told Mr. 
Levi Young, of St. John, that if elected 
Mr, Mackenzie's Government was ‘ going 
in for protection,” Mr. Burpee denied it, 
Then Mr. Domville wont on casually to re- 
mark that Mr. Snowball had tried to join 
the Liberal-Conservative party, and this 
also being protested against, Mr. Domyrillo 
said that Mr. King, of Queen's, had au- 
thorized a man to buy off his election pro- 
test up to $4,000. Tho Houso was a good 
deal amused with these personal references, 
and if the session was not so far advanced 
the mombers might have relished them 
better. As it was, some cries of ‘ ques- 
tion’ showed a growing desire to stop the 
discussion. 


Tho Opposition platform as formulated 
by Mr. Cartwright seomed to consist of the 
following points :—First, that the tariff 
will oppress the poor man ; second, that it 
will oppress the lower Provinces ; third, 
that it will be condemned in England ; 
fourth, that it would take more money out 
of the people than it would afford them in 
protection ; fifth, that it would be injuri- 
ous to the carrying trade. Events have 
already supplied almost all the necessary 
replios to these arguments. The common 
knowlodge of the country of current busi- 
noss transactions will afford to every reader 
tho reply he needs to Mr, Cartwright’s 


Mr. Mills, said that news had been receiy- 
ed by the Department stating. that a band 
of Indians at Qu'Appelle had forcibly pos- 
sessed thomselyes of stores.

Several other Government measures were 
advanced a stage. 


The tariff debate was resumed by the 
Hon. Mr, Trurey. Of the hon. gontleman’s 
speech and the debate which ensued, the 
Mail gives the followlng synopsis: His 
opening remarks were taken up with a de- 
fence of the consistency of his personal po- 
sition. He defied hon. members to put 
their hands on a single statement in any of 
his protection speeches that was inconsiat- 
ent with Kis present propositions. He di- 
rected his attention to the anti-Confederate 
cries that had been raised among somo of 
the New Brunswick members. He said that 
if he had erred at all he had erredin un- 
dorrating the wonderful prosperity that had 
arisen out of Confederation, With refer- 
ence to the statement that the taxes of 
New Brunswick had been raised since Con- 
federation, he showed that ona true test 
the province of New Brunswick received 
dollar for dollar for all she paid into the 
public chest. He dovoted some time after 
this to discussing the questions that had 
been raised as to the manner of carrying 
the Confederation in New Brunswick. Be- 
fore going into the more general topics of 
debate, Mr. Tilley pointed out the fact 
that this country had enjoyed from 1869 to 
1873 a good measure of protection in con- 
sequence of the depreciated currency and 
other disturbances in the United States, 
and that wo now had a_ measure to 
make up for what had been lost by 
the change of circumstances. Mr. 
Snowball had complained about the 
probable sufferings of some manufacturers 
at Miramichi. Mr. Tilley said there was 
something in that. There was at least one 
industry in that neighborhood that would 
suffer from the change of Government. He 
believed that no firm would now bo able to 
sell deal ends at $2 per cord to the rail- 
ways under the present Government. This 
was a sharp hit at the enterprising member 
for Northumberland, whose position as a 
lumber king is not incompatible with a 
little shrewd dealings in slabs and lumber 
ends at double prices. The House enjoyed 
it very well. von Mr. Snowball seemed 
to think that somebody had made a good 
yas At the close of his speech, Mr. 

illey referred to the personal matters in 
dispute as regards the second term as Gov- 
ernor, The first letter was in December, 
1877, from Sir A. Smith, suggesting a sec- 
ond term ; not only that, but suggesting 
also a seat in the Cabinet. Then followed 
Mr. Tilley’s reply, stating that he had been 
charged with selfishness and was most. re- 
luctant to allow any one tosay with truth 
that he had deserted his old friends from 
personal motives. Inthis reply he stated 
his desire to be in a position to roply in 
Parliament to the attacks on his past ad- 
ministration. Then came Sir Albert 
Smith's reply, again suggesting either o 
second term or a seat in the Cabinot. This 
letter contained most amusing prophecios 
as to Grit succenn at the election. 


Sir Arsenr Sorrit rose to complain of 
tho manner in which he had been troatod. 
He mado an attack on the St. John Sun 
editor, which was not appropriate to the 
porsonal question at issue at all. He en- 
deavored to paraphrase his letter but not 
todeny it. Ho admitted he had hoped to 
seo Mr, Tilley in the Grit Cabinot, 

At this point Mr. Domvirex put in a 
very happy interruption. He said, ‘* What 
would you have done with Mr. Burpoo 1” 
But that momentous question remained 
and otill remains unanswered. What in- 
deed would have become of Mr. Burpoo ? 
What a Minister of Customs tho Dominion 
wan nearly losing. Sir Albert's oxplana- 
tion were no oxplanations at all. They 
explained nothing, but confirmod in offect 
everything that Mr. Tilley had said, and a 
telogram from Mr. Dunn fully confirmod 
tho position of Mr. Tilley also, although 
Sir Albert read it asa contradiction, Sir 
Albert paraphrased his lettora and com- 

lnined that he had boon ill-treated by tho 

inisterial side of the House, Mr, Tilley 


in reply, simply pointed out that he had 


position. He then attacked Mr, Tilley's 
estimate of revenue, and endeavored to 
show that it could not poasibly be ful- 
filled. It is singular that such a chargo 
should be made by a gentleinan who never 
once during his whole ministerial course 
accomplished the fultilment of his estimates 
on any pointat all. ‘The country had 
entered on a downward path; we were 
going ‘contrary to the practico of civilized 
nations,” and so on. That was tho fashion 
of Mr. Cartwright’s oration, which he did 
not continue very long. It seemed if one 
had heard all before in various quarters. 
Mr. Cartwright was not less dictatorial in 
one than usual, but seemed to labor under 
a melancholy impression that he was talk- 
ing to a benighted house,and that he would 
have to look to foreigners and tho next 
generation for approval. 

The House rose shortly after 1a, m., 
nine of the resolutions having been passed. 

The debate closed with Mr. Cartwright’s 
speech, and the firsttwo resolutions were 
read by the clerk and explained by the 
Finance Minister. The bearing of the 
sugar duties in relation to England and the 
United States was aptly stated by Mr. 
Tilley. The English had nodrawbacks or 
bounties. The Americans had. Therefore 
our duties bore less heavily on England 
than on the United States, and the English 
refinery was able to come to our market on 
more favorable terms than the American. 
In fact the tariff in affect exhibited the 
importation of American refined sugar. Mr, 
Oartwright contended that the American 
refinery actually had no bounty, as he had 
now no drawback, and could ohly obtain a 
bounty by fraud. 

Mr. Buntine (Welland), in reply to Mr. 
Mills, gave a statement of the exact facts 
in relation to the drawback enjoyed by the 
United States refiner, which has been cal- 
culated to run from 25 to 75 conts per 100 
pounds on yarious sugars. He supported 
strongly tho resolutions of the Finance 
Minister. Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Holton 
seemed to entertain a good deal of doubt 
as to the grammatical construction of cer- 
tain phrases of the resolution, but 
Mr. ‘Tilley and = = Mr. Bunting 
contended that the resolution as to draw- 
backs was perfectly well understood by the 
trade, and only one mistake had been 
made in the interpretation of it.

NOLHS BY THH WAY: 


RAIL TO CAMPBELLFORD, 


BY 

Accepting tho invitation of Mr. Bickford, 
contractor of the Graud Junction Railway, 
the writor, in company with that gentle. 
man, Mr. Kelso, President of tho Road, 
Mr, Fauquier, and two or threo others, 
on atrip to Campbellford by rail. Our 
train comprised tho engino, in charge of 
Harry Kelly, a vory careful and exporionced 
driver, a platform car ladon with iron work 
for the rallway bridge at Campbellford, and 
a conductor's van. Tho iron work, which, 
by the way, co ted of bolts, rods, and 
othor material used in tho construction of 
a bridge, was brought all the way from Po- 
terborough by the Midland to Port Hope, 
by Grand Trunk to Bolloville, and thence 
to Campbellford by Grand Junction. It 
looked like ‘* bringing coals to Newcastlo,” 
for with our largo iron works in Belloville, 
surely such material could have boon ob- 
tained as readily and as cheaply hero as at 
Potorborough, and thus tho cost of trans- 
portation over two roads would hayo been 
saved. But wo presume tho contractor, 
Mr. Dinwoodio, figured the cost before no- 
locting his market. 
Tho road to Stirling was in fair condi- 
tion, but of course until thoroughly bal- 
lasted cannot bo expected to be very even. 
Tho work of ballasting is now going on, 
largo gangs of men being employed at the 
gravel bed abouta mile this sido of Wall- 
bridgo’s Mills, and at different points on 
the road. The work is being done in a 
most thorough manner, and when complot- 
‘od it will be ono of tho bost roads in tho 
country, Repairs are being made to the 
bridges between the Junctionand Stirling— 
the ono which was burned last fall has 
been substantially rebuilt, and the large 
one over Rawdon Creek is being strongth- 
ened by new supports, The ties seem to 
b6 nearly all number ono, the road bed ap- 
péars to bo woll made, but to non-railroad- 
or’s eyos rathor narrow in places whore 
the embankment was high, Cautiously 
our driver crept at the rate of five or six 
miles an hour over what seemed to be un- 
even surfaces and dofective places, and 
then again when his keen eye discovered a 
good roadbed, he would push his iron horse 
on at a speed of twenty miles an hour. 


_ At Stirling station ao brief halt was made 
to take on a few carts and shovels ; and al- 
though only remaining here some fifteon 
minutes it was time enough to attract near” 
ly all the small boys of “the village and a 
few of the old ones, whose curiosity was 
excited as to the cause of all the uproar 
which the continued shrieks of the whistle 
and the ringing of the bell as the train 
passed through the village, had produced. 
The station building, by the way, is in a 
most dilapjdated condition for a now build- 
ing, tho floors in some places having been 
taken up,someof the yindowsand doors being 
wanting, altogether presenting a picture 
somewhat resembling the ‘ ruined factory” 
in Mechanicsville Village, during the reign 
of Kings Mackenzie and Cartwright. How- 
ever, we presume this will all be put to 
rights in the good time coming, and the 
Station building will be made worthy tho 
good town in which it is located. A cursory 
glance from the platform of the car as the 
train passed through the village showed 
most tangible evidence of its growth and 
and prosperity. ‘lo the right and left of us 
were new and imposing buildings—private 
residences, which would compare fayor- 
ably with any in our own beautiful City— 
Churches, whose lofty spires, and sub- 
stantial surroundings, showed, that while 
in the pursuit of the riches that perish, the 
people were at the samo time anxious to 
secure that wealth, which does not tako 
wir d fly away—massive school build- 
ings, giving additional evidence that tho 
people value and appreciate the great bul- 
wark of our nation’s greatness —a free edu- 
cation and an open Bible—fine blocks of 
brick stores, filled with the choicest fabrics 
the country is able to produce, as the ad- 
vertisement would say. Most of these im- 
provements have been made within a few 
years, and are evidences of the village's 
growth and prosperity. No doubt whon 
the Railway is fully opened for traffic, the 
business of tho village will improve with 
atill greater rapidity. 

Leaving Stirling about 11 o'clock, our 
driver moved still more cautiously, for 
no ballasting had been done on this 
section of the road, and in fact no engines 
had gone over the track since last fall. 
The frost was not ott of the ground in 
somo places, and wherevor there was a low 
marshy spot the track was very uneven. 
About a mile from Stirling, while quiotly 
smoking our Hayanas, and creeping along 
at tho rate of probably four miles an hour, 
our van made tome mysterious movements 
which were due to something more than 
an uneyen track. We were not long left 
in doubt, for in a momont more it was ovi- 
dont we had left the iron and were endoa- 
voring to make headway over tho ties, 
This was slow work, however, and very 
soon the train camo to a ntand-still, and 
all hands went out to view the situation. 
It was soon comprehended, and various 
were the speculations indulged in as to 
the future of the journey. Some said, tho 
train would be all right again in an hour— 
others that it would be nightfall before 

the cars could bo put ‘on’ ‘the track 
again—and othors that there wero worse 
places ahead, and we would never got to 
Campbollford until the frost was out of the 
ground, and the track put in thorough or- 
dor, Two or threo thought of footing it 
back to Stirling, and there taking stage for 
homo ; but after a closer examination of tho 
wreck and consultation with tho driver, all 
dotormined to stick to the abip, It was riot 
a yory bad wrock, aftor all. Tho front truck 
of tho tondor was off, tho brake smashed, 
and the forward truck of tho van was off. 
Anticipating somo such trouble, all the ma- 
chinory for getting a train on a track had 
beon provided, add it was not long before 
tho jack was in its place, lovers wero pro- 
cured, and operations commenced. Tho 
work, however, necessarily progrossod but 
slowly, and it being high noon by this time, 
@ foraging party started out in quest of 
something to wativfy the inner man, For- 


startod, on Friday morning tho 12th inst., | 


tho “ captain” entered and mado known our 
wants, Tho good housewife speedily re- 
sponded by inviting us in, and made us 
happy by giving each a bow! of fresh mille 
and home-made bread, which, wo noodl 
scarcely say, was right heartily relishod, 
Tho track where wo got off was in a sort 
of quagmiro, frost was out of the ground 
on eno sido of tho track, whilo on tho othor 
the ground was hard as o stone. Willing 
hands there were, however, anit good en- 
iieoring skill, ao that in the course of two 
n was ogain on tho metals ;

tho whistle sounded, brakes wore loosened, 
and for the noxt quarter of a milo our. pro. 
grees was anail-liko, the roadway being in 
a low, swampy placo, and the word 
danger" soon at every tie, A 
| gang wore at work hore, and instructions 
wero loft to have the track repaired by 
the timo tho train returned, During the 
romaindor of the journoy nothing of im- 
portance occurred, excopt that every mile 
or so tho train would have to stop in 
order to lot down tho fences, which the 
farmors living along the line had put up 
to keep thoir cattle from straying on the 
track. At tho slow rate of speed at 
which we wore going, ample opportunity 
was given to viow tho state of 
tho road, With tho exception of ono or 
two such placos as abovo described, tho 
roadbed appeared to be in capital condition. 
Tho culverts seemed to be well constructed, 
the ties number one and __ closo 
together, and Hoar’s — bridge—tho 
only one between Stirling and Camp- 
bellford—is built ina most substantial 
manner, Tho track is laid with stool rails 
throughout, with the exception of about 
three quarters of a mile on which Great 
Western Rails were used. These are to be 
taken up at once and replaced by steel 
rails. When completed, thia piece of the 
road between Stirling and Campbellford, 
will be one of the fineat on the whole line. 
The road goes through a level country, 
there are no bridges except the short one 
at Hoar’s Creek, no cuttings, and only one 
small embankmont ofa few roda in length, 

Arriving at Campbellford about half-past 
three o'clock, we only had time for dinnor 
and to unload the car of iron work, as our 
party was anxious to get back over the 
bad spots before nightfall. The writer had 
therefore to forego his intention of taking 
some notes of Campbellford and the pro- 
gress it had made singe his last visit some 
years ago ; but this can be done atno dis- 
tant day. It only needed a glance, how- 
eyor, at the main business street to find 
that though repeated fires had devastated 
considerable portions of the village, scarce: 
ly a vestige of the ruins remained, but in 
thoir stead fine blocks of stored had been 
erected with large plate glass windows, 
presenting nearly as attractive an appoar- 
anco as the finest in our own city. Canip- 
bellford is situated in a fine farm growing 
country, and possessed of amplo water 
power toruna hundred mills, With an 
active, industrious and enterprising com- 
munity, with extensive factories already 
established, it needs only an outlet to the 
front such as will be afforded by the Grand 
Junction Railway, to put it on the high 
road to a prosperous future. 

At this point a wooden bridge is being 
built over the Tront for the railway by Mr. 
Dinwoodie, who has a large gang of men at 
work. Between Campbellford and Hast- 
ings Mr. Bickferd has a large number of 
men grading for the road, a distance of 11 
miles. _ He intends putting on a ballasting 
train at once between Campbellford and 
Stirling, and promises to have the road 
thoroughly finished to Hastings in time to 
secure the Belleville bonus. 

Let us hope that he may succeed, and 
that then the road may be pushed on 
without delay to Peterborough and thence 
to Georgian Bay. Unless the origina) 
scheme of opening up connection with the 
weatern trade in lumber and grain, by 
making Georgian Bay the objective peint, 
the grand advantages which have been 
again and again pictured to us as flowing 
from the construction of this road, will not 
bo gained. Of course wo oxpect to reap 
some benefit by the road being opened 
to Stirling, to Campbellford, . to 
Hastings, and to Peterborough,by securing 
a portion of the trade of these villages and 
towns and country surrounding them ; but 
these would be only a small portion of the 
benefits to bo deriyed,compared with thoso 
which we would receive by having Georgian 
Bay the western terminus of the road, We 
repeat, therefore, the hope, that the Grand 
Junction Railway Board will lose no time 
in perfecting arrangements by which this 
consummation so long and devoutly wished 
for,may bo achieved. 

Leaving Campbeilford at half-past four, 
our train proceeded cautiously on the ré- 
turn, and without any further mishap, wo 
reached Bolloville at half-past seven o'clock.

How to Prepare a Gardens" 


Many people commence the preparation 
of their gardens too carly in the season, bo 
fore the soil has booome sufliciontly dry and 
friable. If digging is done when tho earth 
is wot and cloggy, the operation causes the 
soil to bocome Like unbaked bricks, which 
aftorwards gives o largoamount of addition- 
al labor to. sufticiently palverizo it and 
ronder it suitable for seed-nowing and for 
sotting out young plants. It should not, 
thorofore, be commenced until the sun and 
drying winds hayo evaporated all excess of 
wator. Spading with a spade is now sol- 
dom dono by first-class gardovers, the fint- 
toned spading fork boing used in prefer 
ence, a8 the soil can be moro thoroughly 
and bottor pulverized with it than with o 
spado,,. It is also a far bottor imploment 
for spading among fruit troes, shrubs, and 
hardy plants in thy flower gardon, as it 
does not cut and destroy tho surface roots. 

Proparing tho soil for the kitchen-garden 
is tho first work to be done, as many yoge- 
tablo seeds do not vegotate froely if sown 
when tho ground js too warm, Tho first 
operation 1s tho sproading of the manuro, 
horao manure being the best for goneral 
purposes. If hog, sheep, or chicken nanuro 
is to bo used, it should bo first prepared by 
mixing in with plonty of good dry soil, and 
breaking down and pulvorizing all pumps: 
This will enable it to bo more evenly and 
easily spread, for if left in a lumpy state 
ono plant is liable to have too much 
manure, while another may not have any, 
ar at apy rato lesa than its share, Horso 
or atable-yard marmre should have all the 
long straw, corn stalks or other rubbish 
woll shaken out of it, It is not necessary 
for ordinary garden purposes that the 
manure should bo rotted. It may bo ap- 
plied quite fresh, oly leas of it being used 
than when rotted, as it is. much stronger. 
Manure should ulways be very evenly 
spread, and in smal! quantities at a time, 
as when oxposed to the action of the sun 
and the: high, drying winds of March and 
April)-a large proportion of its strength” is 
evaporated, and ao wasted. The spading 
fork, when sed in digging unoccupied soil, 
should always bo inserted nearly. perpon- 
dicularly to tho depth of cight or nine 
inches, the’slices are not being more than 
five or six inches widé ; if much wider, the 
soil cannot bo sufliciontly pulverized, and 
if the fork is not inserted to a suilicient 
depth, the root of the young plant will not

penotrato deep enough to enable them to 
withstand any drought, 

The operation of trenching, or digging the 
soil two or more spades deep, is generally 
wrongly performed, as the bottom soil is 
brought to the surface and the top soil 
buried below. Tn such casos the soil brought 
to tho surface is almost always poor and of 
a hungry nature, totally unfitted for young 
plant life. The proper way of doing itis to 
open a trench two or more feet wide and a 
spade deep, throwing the top. soil. to one 
side,then spread some manure in the bottom 
of the treneb, and spade it into the bottom 
soil ; on this' throw the top soil of the next 
trench, incorporating with it some manure, 
and go on, trench after trench, until the plot 
is finished, filling up the last trench with 
the top soil taken from the first trench. 

In spading among fruit trees or shrubs, 
the fork should be much more inclined in 
the hand, and only thin layers of soil turn- 


ad.dver, for if thrust deeper the roots noar 


tho surface will be broken and destroyed,to 
the great injury of tho tree. Trees and 
shrubs require véry little ‘manure at any 
one time,only needing as mUch as will pre- 
vent tho exhaustion of the soil by their 
bearing fruit, and this doos not require to 
be deeply dug in. Flower beds should not 
be spaded until all the plants haye mado 
their appearance above ground, for if done 
too soon they are liable to be injured by 
the fork or spade. They do not need much 
manure, as a general rule. 

It is a very common practice for men 
who are employed to work in gardens, es- 
pecially when spading among groups of 
shrubs, to work the beds much higher in 
the centre than at the sidos. This is wrong, 
as it throws all the rain-fall from the cen- 
tro to tho edges, and the central shrubs do 
not get their proper supply of moisture. Tn 
all cases the surface should be kept quite 
lovely It isa sure sign that the so-called 
gardenor is an ignoramus, and does not un- 
dorstand his business. Tho operation of 
spading is considered by most people asa 
yery simple one which any laborer can per- 
torm,but it is really a test whetherthe man 
employed to do it is a practical gardener or 
only a ‘common laborer, In the very many 
Cases where a regular gardnercannot bekept 
the work has to bo done by a common|abor- 
er,but in such cases his work should be sup: 
ervised by an intelligent employer, for the 
success of the garden for the season may 
largely depend upon its being properly done 
at first. If the soil is not well pulverized, 
seeds sown init donot vegetate freely, or 
they grow irregularly, and young plants set 
out in/it do not take root freely, and in the 
caso of long-rooted vegetables, produce de- 
formed, tough and stringy roots, —Hurper's 
Bazar. & 


A Light Sol tor Fruit. 


** If you ask a gardener what soil he would 
choose for a garden, ho will say a warm, light 
soil,” is the language of Harry Stewart in the 
Rural New Yorker, The bugbear of a gard. 
ener is a cold clay. Betwoon theso two ox- 
tremes thoro are many degrocs ; but they all 
verge from the zero of a cold clay soil up to 
the living, life-giving warmth of the light 
dandy or gravelly loam. At least such has 
been my experience aud the results of my ob: 
servation, In a rather wido rango of obsorva- 
tion, East and West, T have seen that tho 

ravelly soils of the Hudson River countios of 
Yew York, tho ‘oak’ roils of Oakland county, 
Mich., and the light alluvial loama of Kansas, 
not to forget the sandy loams of Delaware and 
Maryland, all produce fruit of the finest flavor, 
tho fairest quality aud richest color ; while the 
trees arrive at good old age in tho highest 
health and yigor. Light soils aro naturally 
woll drained ; they aro soon warmed by the 
sun's rays, and retain their warmth for a long 
period ; they respond immediately to the ap- 
plication of manure and are thus soon made 
rich. or thea reasons I would ¢hooso a 
light loam wherein toplant fruit trees, with a 
{air proportion of gravel in it dorived. from 
limestone pr tnicaceous rocks if possible,”

NIBILISM IN RUSSIA. 


History of its Origin,* Rise and 
Progrees. 
| The attempt on tho life of the Ozar, taken 
| in connection with the rocent assassination 
} of Princo Krapotkine and tho attempted 
killing of General Von®Drentolin, attracts 
renewed attention to the secret order which 
now kéeps the people of Russia in a stato 
of terrorism. A brief aketch of tho riso | 
aud progross of this dreadful society will, 
thorofore, be road with interest. The birth 
of free ideas in Russia dates from a few 
oars previous to the accession of Emperor 
cholas L., in 1826, at which timo a secret 
socicty was: formed, under the name of 
** Decabristy,’ (Decomberists), callod after 
tho month in which a reyolution occurred 
at St, Petersburg. Citizens of St. Peters- 
burg rémoniber that terrible day, December 
19, 1825, as one of dreadful carnage, All 
the principal streets of tho capital were red 
with tho blood of the victims, The prin- 
leaders of this secret society wore 
al, Rylieff, Bestuzaff Roumin, Moura- 
vietf Apostol, (all of whom were hangod,) 
Ogaretff, Bakounin, Hertzon Iskander, Sat- 
in and Toutchkoff Though many members 
of the society were hanged, and’ thousands 
sent to Siberia by Nicholas L, many es- 
| caped or were unsuspocted, and continued 
their work, The object of the secret 
organization. was to dethrone cholas 
1., in ordor to force a constitutional 
governinent, with Constantine Paulo- 
vitch (an elder brother of Nicholaa‘l.) at 
its head. Followers and members of the 
secret society established a journal in Lon- 
don, called the Kolokot. (the Bell,, whose 
proprietor and editor was the famous red 
rovolutionist, Hertzen (Iskander), who died 
in Switzerland a few years ago,au exile and 
under the death senteues of hienative coun- 
try. Hertzen’s ideas’ wero oxultod, al- 
though ho sometimes carried them to. ex- 
tromes. Possessing great power of lan- 
guage ho pequined much popularity and a 
powerful influence over Russian youth, who 
recived,secretly read and hid his journal as 
sume sacred relic, belioving in Hertzen as 
in God. ‘Tho most remarkable of his’ pro- 
ductions published in the Kolokot were 
* Letters from This Side.” They contain 
minute accounts of the most secret. affaira 
of the Imperial Goyernment, as woll as tho 
Ozar and his family, together with tho 
editor's vieWs and hopes of the future of 
Ruasia, ‘His sympathisers and agents 
penetrated the seclusion of the households 
of the highost circles of Russian society as 
woll as the private chambora of officials. 
Hertzon's chiof objects were to bring about 
arepresentation of the pboplo, to sweep 
\froin the face of the earth every member 
of the Czar's family, the titled aristocracy 
and tho priests, and to make an equal 
division.of alllands, Those letters contain 
much yaluablo historical material, from the 
fact that their statoments aro true to the 
smallest details. His influence continued 
strong in Russia until 1858. 


Tho boldness and fascination of his writ- 
ings, promulgated everywhere, though 
secretly in Russia, had the tendency to en- 
courage the formation of new societies vu- 
der various names, such as Young Russia’’ 
(Molodaia Rossia,) ‘Land and Freedom” 
and others, all having a common sympathy 
and purpose with Hertzen. Leaving in the 
back-ground many of his opinions and 
views ns belonging ton past generation, 
theso societies advanced and adopted new 
ideas more in accordance with the new era 
of which they believed they saw the dawn. 
These ideas were first expressed through 
two popular journals, Sovremiennik and 
Ruskovie Slowo' which were supprossod 
about ten-years ago by the Russian Gov- 
ernment, and some of;their writers sen: 
tenced to) hard labor for life in the mines 
of Siberia, Among these were Czerny- 
shoyski, who wrote the celobrated Russian 
romance, ‘What To Do,” Mikhailoff (a 
poot) and others, The principal Teadors of 
Nihilism at that time were Czernyshoyski, 
Mikhailoff, | Antonoyitch, — Dobrolubot?, 
PiasurefY and Nietelkniefl, Switzerland 
gave up the last named porsou in 1870, on 
the demand of the Russian Government, 
under accusation of being one of the assas- 
sins of Ivagot!, a member of the Nihilists, 
who attempted to betray their secrets. 
Thoy had had opportunity to spread their 
nihilistic ideas through these journals 
under most favorable circumstances,as dur- 


‘| ing tho interyal between 1858 and 1872 
| comparative freedom of the press existed, 


which had never been the caso previous to 
that time, On June 7, 1872, an order was 
jsgned from the Czar yiving power to the 
Minister of tho Interior to punish any un- 
duo freedém of the prem. Since thon 
thore has been nothing bub perssaation 
Tho above. mon, (except Niotchaiefl) were 
well known and distinguished writere, ox 
orvising a powerful influence in the con- 
version of the’ opinion of the Russian 
youth. 


The sympa les of the womon were 10 
far ongagod that they bocame willing to 
make great sacrifices to show their total 
disregard of the existing customs of society. 
They cut off their long hair, and many on- 
tered professions. Many studied success- 
fully and became doctors of modicine. As 
such stand prominont the names of Sous 
lova, Tangantzovaand Pavlova. Following 
récklossly the oxamples of nen, they atfoct- 
ed contempt for the cordmony of marriage, 
and entered into the relation of wife with- 
out the performance of tho logal formalities 
declaring their intention of renouncing 
every time-yorn custom as 4 trammel upon 
tho freedom of thought avd action. ‘They 
ridiculod tho old notions of their parents, | 
pronouncing them “Otistaloi."” “‘Thoy de: | 
clared that they woro no longer satisfied to 
bo only well dressed | dolls, with painted 
faces, but demanded the rights which man 
enjoyod, and tho samo rtunitios of 
knowledge; to have position overywh 
and to be useful members of society, ‘Wo 
shall resist Onr oppressors as cnomics to tho 
improvomonts atid progress of women.”

Such a sacrifice of 
tho educated portion of the Russian youth 
will have its effect for all future time on the 
history and progress of the nation, Already 
thorojis organized asecret sovernmentnamed 
the Society of General Freedom. Tho 
present strongth of the movement may be 
Judged from the following facts, From St. 
Petersburg it was announced,under date of 
September 14,that,in consequence of an at- 
tempt to assassinate Generals Mozentzoff 
and Makaroff, the local police are in search 
of the secret government which calls itself 
“The Society for the Freedom{of Russians,” 
and has branches in overy proyince of the 
empire. Tho funds'of thoGenevacommittes 
for the aid of political criminals uro already 
wholly transferred to Moscow. In the city 
of Roatoy, recently, a spy named Nikonoff 
was assassinated for revealing a few of the 
nihilists or socialists to the police. The 
“Society” issued a proclamation in which 
it openly avowed ite armed organization,and | ¥ 
that the sontence of death had beon passed 
on all spies. These declarations caused « 
panic in St, Pétersburg aniong the agents of 
thé police.

Wo order all such above 
mentioned persons charged with armed

279, issuad 1875. This order appertains to 
all cases which are not left to the ordinary 
courts 

Tho great Russian secret society is ad- 
ministrated under the following rules 
Six members can form a seperate body, or 
circle, with full power to act and receive 
new meinbers, but only with the greatest 
precautions.

pression of our views on the question of the 
| Tnaolvent law of the Dominion. A recent 
number of the Fortnightly Review contains 
‘a concise yet comprehensive article on the 
subject of bankruptoy logislation in Eng- 
land, expressing viows identical with those 


| wo havo advocated 

Wo offer no apology for making several 
| extracts from tho article in question, which 
| we commend to our readers for caroful pe- 
rusal, It is to be found in the March num- 
| ber, at page 469, Tho objocts of a bank- 
ruptey law aro aummod up as follows ;— 

‘Tho ideal of a sound bancruptey law is that 
it shall accomplish awiftly, cheaply, and juat- 
ly four things, viz, (1) the collection and dis- 
tribution of the property of tho bankrupt 
among his oroditora according to thoir rights 
and priorities ; the roalization of that 
property, whatever may be its multifarious or 
neattered character, in the best manner and 
at the smallest cost ; (3) such an examination 
of the bankrupt himself, his conduct, affairs, 
and character, as will in the public interest 
effectually distinguish in the vordict of final 
discharge betweon the honest, the unfortun- 
ate, tho reckless, and the bad ; and (4) lastly, 
that all thin shall be done by a. practioal 
blending of the functions of the publio tribu 
nal, recking only tho ends of justice ; and of 
the action of the private creditor, devoted 
chiefly to his escape from the loss he has ine 
curred by turning the bankrupt’s aseets to tho 
beat account.” 

There has been a baukruptoy law in Eng- 
land since the time of Queen Elizabeth, 
frequently repealed and amended, and never 
working satisfactorily; and tho practical 
difficulty exporionced in England is tho 
samo as here,—by substituting the word 
“insolvency” for ‘‘ bankruptey” and wo 
adopt the language of tho article referred 
to aa followa: ‘* Oddly onough as it may 
appear, it is not tho loss true that the root 
difficulty of a good bankruptcy Jaw in this 
country consists in the unwillingness of the 
oreditors—that is, of those who have actu- 
ally Joat money frequently to a large amount 
by the bankrupt—to follow up with activity 
and onergy the moasures necessary to ex- 
pose misconduct, or oven to realize assets 
in the best way.” This “ root" difficulty, 
wo venture to assert, will continuo to oxist 
so long as tho liquidation of tho estate and 
the realization of the assots, romain in tho 
hands of tho creditors. The experience of 
the past is warrant for our prediction for 
the future. We will not repeat tho reasons 
for this anomalous state of affairs, Sufli- 
clent to know such is the fact, here and in 
England ; and wo believe the same practical 
difiiculty oxisted in the United States when 
they had a bankruptey law. 

Now it is in this ‘* root difficulty” that all 
the practical dbjections to an insolvent law 
consist, for if the creditors would in every 
instance give prompt and continued atien- 
tion to wach eatate, rodlizing every cont 
possible, tracing up and punishing overy 
fraud, resolutely refusing almost ovory 
compromise, determined to lessen tho fa- 


would bo in a much more healthy condition, 


instead of an ovil. The honest deserv- 
ing retailer would more readily be able to 
pay 100 cents on the dollar, and live; the 
deserving wholesale man would have less 
anxiety in selling goods, and the public at 
large would bea vast gainer. As things 
aro now, commorcial morality has, since 
tho introduction of an insolvent law, sadly 
retrograded. Honest tradors have become 
poorer, whilo speculative dealers, with eve- 
rything to gain and nothing to lose, know- 
ing little and caring less about business 


ing up thoir lives at the call of duty, to 
saye those of their boleaguored fellow 
countrymen. A soldier's death has been 
theirs-dead on the fiold of honor should be 
their epitaph.

Loss in Terrnancy. RANK#s.—Tho temper- 
ance ranks of Great Britain have met with 
two severe losses— the firnt ix the death of Sir 
Waltor ‘Troveylan, at the advanced ago of £0 
years.

Mr. Jubn Frasor, al 
aoe dead at go of eighty-tive *, 
brought out The ¢ Scoteman, in which ho 
advocated) totabiabstinence at a timo when 
wach advocacy wan considored an act almost 
of madness, His family, an vooaliste and in- 
strumontalists, oro known on this aide of the 


rules and morality, haye increased most 
alarmingly. 

In England there have beon three 
schomes and theories of Bankrupt Jaw, all 
failures :— 

Firat, thero waa the mixed system of credi-* 
torn’ control and logal interference, in the 
form of tho Commissioners of Bankrupts, 
which prevailed to 1831, combined with an 
opp! vo power of imprisoning the dobtor. 
Second, there was the Officialism of tho 
Court of Roview, the District Courts, the 
olficial assignecs, messengors, ushers, brokors, 
&c., placed by the law in compulsory charge 
of the entate, to the practical exclusion of the 
creditors, Ad lastly, thoro is the Paid Trus- 
teo systom set up in 1869,on the abolition of 
offvialiom and in pursuance of the theory 
that, as tho realization of the property in the 
bost manner was for the direct bonefit of the 
creditors, they would vigilantly superintend 
the process, 


Our systom, amended several times 
since 1864, has been based upon the last of 
the three, and this system in Canada has 
proved as great a failure asin England. The 
second or official system has not been tried 
hore, but after 38 years trial in England 
it was proved to bo an “‘uttor and disas- 
trous failure.” 


The English Government haye introduc- 
ed into the presont Parliament a bill 
which will constitute a fourth system, by a 
blonding of tho “official” and the ‘‘paid 
trustee systom,” and as we understand the 
report of the Committee of our own House 
of Commons isin tho same direction. At 
first sight nothing can bo fairer than that 
an insolvent and his ostate should be loft 
ontirely in the hands of his creditors, but 
as we havo pointed out, they cannot, will 
not, attend to it; under the present system 
& good estate is liquidated any way and a 
dead insolvent yets through some way. 
Whatever machinery be provided for the 
liquidation of insolvent estates, we are por 
sunded that it ia absolutely necossary that 
each estate 
spot. The abuse of the system of creditors 
cloarly pointed out in the article quoted 
cogent objections here, if the right to 
solect be given to the creditors the choice 
should be limited to somo one residing in 
tho same locality as tho insolvent, where 
there will always bo afew creditors able 
and willing to assist in the liquidation. The 
proposal to appoint Insolvent Judges is, we 
beliove, a good one, and we quostion who- 
ther or no the County Attorney or somo 
othor professional man specially appointed 
by tho Government ought not to bo in-| 
trusted with the duty of seeing that every |

for their own and tho public interest will 
bo sufficient to ensure the best realization 
‘and oarlivat distribution of tho assets, as 
woll as the most fitting treatment of the 
bankrupt himsolf on grounds of commer- 
cial morit and public justice, And our 
systoin has developed tho namo abuses as 
tho English,and horo,as well as thero, “the 
exceedingly lucrative nature of the office 
of paid trustee has, speaking gonerally, 
rapidly croated a largo body of persons, 
accountants, solicitors, and others who 
sook to extend their occupations and their 
gains by establishing a reputation among 
debtors for the audacity,astutoness,and the 
stubborness with which they protect from 
disagroeablo consequences even the most 
questionable insolyents who becomo their 
clients.

ZULULAND. 
ANOTHER BATTLE. 


EKOWE RELIEVED. | 


Loxpow, April 22,—Advices from Cape 
town, April 6th, wia St. Vincent, says: 
Lord Chelinsford’s camp at Ginglolova, on 
tho road to Ekowo,was attacked at daybreak, 
on April 3rd, by 11,000 Zulus, who made fro- 
quent and desperate attacks on all sides, but 
wero repulsed and pursued with groat loss. 

Four hundred and seventy-one Zalus were 
found dead round the trenches. ‘The final at- 
tack was lod by Dabalmanni, who commanded 
at Inandvla. Lieut, Jobnaon of the 99th 
Regimont and four privates wore killed. Col- 
onel Northey of the 60th Regiment, tho sur- 
geon and fifteen men were severely wounded, 
Colonel Crealock, Major Barrow and ten mep 
woro wounled, 

On the 4th inst, Lord Chelmsford, with 
the Olst, 60th and 57th Regiments anda body 
of marines, left the camp and relioved Ekowe 
during the night, Col, Pearson and his gar- 
rison have reached Umaindusi, and will ar- 
rive at the Tugela on April 7th. 

During the investment 28 men died, and 
one hundred and twenty-eight were put on 
tho nick list. Ekowe had been totally evacu- 
ated. 

Nork,—Tho evacuation mentioned above is 
presumably by tho old garrison.

Several times during the year in Morce- 
co, the Arab inhabitants of a town hold 
certain, half-religious festivals called the 
Feasts of the Aissouia, which, in many 
ways, are ns reyolting asthe orgies of the 
lowest savages. 

Though the Arabs are shy of foreign 
eyes at thoir rites, the tourist may get an 
invitation to these performances, if he hap- 
peus to have a friond among the natives. 
Following his guide through a mazo of 
tortuous. streets, and up a great many 
flights of stono steps, he will finally bo con- 
ducted to a small hall of Moorish archi- 
tecture, with 9 charactéristio horse-shoe 
arches supported upon marble pillars, and 
no roof except, perhaps, a fragment of 
striped awning. Around tho inside runs a 
gallery occupied by vailed Moorish ladies, 
and ornamented with a few flags, which 
alone relieve tho glare of whitewash on all 
sides of this quoer building. The floor is 
jaid with octagonal tiles of red and white, 
and upon red mats, around a small ‘altar’ 
in the centre, sit the musicisns and _per- 
formers, while the spectators find places 
behind, y 

Tho chosen performers will dance bare- 
footed upon red-hot plates of iron and on 
beds of living coals; will lick rods of red 
hot iron} will take burning torches between 
thoir teoth, and hold flaming oil-wicks un- 
til the blazo has burned straight into the 
paling of thoir hands; will swallow nails 
and stones; will even snatch up ao living 
scorpion and crunch it between tho toeth, 
with as keen relish as that with a nowaboy 
eats ashrimp. All this is gono through with 
(for money), to the harsh tumult of half a 
Adyen rude drums and horns, which make 
a fit accompaniment | to those horrid rem- 
nants of pagan firo-worship.

Dominion Parliament. | 


FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


Mowpay, April 21. 

In the Hovse of Commons the day was de- 
voted to the logislation and motions by private 
mombers, 

Mr, Kxxcxn introduced a Bill providing for 
peal of the Supreme Court and Ex- 
pr Act He explained the object of the 
Bill to be tho complete abolition of the Court, 
which he claimed was unpopular and unneces- 
wary. 


The Minister of Justice spoke fayorably to 
the continuance of the Court, and exprossed 
a belief that the mover of the Bill must be 
amusing himself in introducing such a mea- 
suro at so late'a period in the scasion. The 
Premior took similar grounds, 

Mr. Mackenzik atrongly deprecated tho in- 
troduction of such legislation, and after fur- 
ther discussion he moved that the Bill be not 
read a second time till that day three months, 

Tho Premier © was ‘opposed’ to ‘the three 
monthw’ hoist, but a vote being demanded the 
amendment was lost on a vote of 44 years, 120 
nays, majority against 76. Soven French- 
Canadian Liberals voted for the Government 
pesinnt the amendment, and Mr. Cockburn 
(West Northumberland) voted against the 
Government. 

The debate was continued until 6 o'clock 
by o number of hon. members, and among 
the number Mr, Mackenzie, who cited a pro-

cedent for the course he had adopted in mov- 
ing the amendment. 

After recess a day was appointed for the 
second reading of the Bill.

Bees on the Wing. 


When a swarm leaye for the woods they 
aro off before you fairly know it. They 
drift away from the hive in n widespread 
and apparently aimless concourse,then sud- 
denly gather up their skirts, draw together 
their forces, and away they go, a humming 
flying vortex of bees, the queen apparently 
in the centre and the mass reyolying about 
her as a piyot, over orchards and meadows.

In this flight the 
individual bees do not move in right lines, 
or straight forward like a flock of birds, but 
round and round like chaff in a whirlwind; 
unitedly they form a whirling, revolving, 
nebulous mass fifteen or twenty feet’across 
that goes as straight asa projectile to its 
mark, They are not partial as to the kind 
of treo,—pine, hemlock, elm, birch, maple, 
hickory,—apy tree with a good cavity high 
up or low down, A swarm of mine mn 
away from the new patent hive I pave them 
and took up their quarters in the hollow 
trunk of an old apple treo acroas an adjoin- 
ing field. ‘The entrance was a mouse-hole 
near the ground, Another swarm in tho 
neighborhood deserted their keeper and 
wont in the corpice of an out-house that 
stood amid evergreens in the rear of a large 
mansion.

ircular has been issued to the workingmen 
of Now York, signed by P. M. Dowd, D, C. 
Connery, John McGuire, Nicholas Scott and 
Michael O'Brien, calling upon them to organize 
against the oppression of capital, and to use 
theirinfluence toward forming a union of work- 
ingmen throughout the United States. ‘The 
document, condemns the Federal Government, 
particularly John Sherman. It says that there 
are four million unemployed men in the United 
States at present, upon whom many millions 
more are depending forsupport. It refers to the 
unfulfilled promises of the anti-'lammany politi- 
¢iang, who, instead of finding employment for 
suffering workingmen, remoyed 4 faithful public 
officer, who was fairly elected, and put in his 
place an enemy of workingmen, Hubert |B. 
‘Thompson, This man, they further say, while in 
the department of public works, was the friend 
of contractors. They ohter's protest against the 
action of Goy. Robinson, in the matter, char- 
acterizing it as ‘a high-handed outrage.” They 
also condemn Campbell, Commissioner of Public 
Works, who, they say, has persisted in giving 
work to contractors that ought to have been done 
by day's work. They call upon their brother 
workingmen to watch the ‘‘reform Mayor,” and 
sco that he carries out his promise to them. 

It is stated here that the breaking up of the 
southwesternerailroad pool would not affect the 
rates between Chicago and St. Louis and the 
East, and the cutting on freights to the Missia- 
sippi valley points would be confined to the St, 
Louis and Chicago roads, Commissioner Fink 
says until the rates are permanently established 
again west of Chicago and St. Lonis (of which 
due notice will be given) all freight from thé 
seaboard cities and New England, destined for 
the Missouri River pointa, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Leavenworth and Atchison, will be 
billed at the full proportion of the established 
through rates to St, Louis, Hannibal, and Chi- 
cago only, without giving or-guarantecing a 
through rate to the point of destination, except 
in case of shippers demanding euch through rate, 
when the present full tariff will be inserted jn 
the bill of lading. The freight to be billed by a 
route by which it is direoted, and, in order to 
divort tho Missouri river, fright is, for the pre- 
sent, suspended, but the division of this freight 
between the lines east of the Missiasippi river 
and Chicago will be carried out ax per existing 
agreement.

Horrors of the Plague. 


FRIGHTYUL KAVAGES OF PAMINE AND 
TYPHUS IN MOROCCO—STARVING 
AKABS EAT THEIR | DEAD, 


Wasurroton, D. O,, April 17.—Nothing 
more horrible has ever been recorded than 
the ravages of the plague now raging in 
Morocco, A letter to a yentleman in this 
city from tho United States Council at 
Tangier, dated March 19, 1879 gives the 
following terrible account of the suffering 
from the famine and from starvation. Liv- 
ing human beings eating the dead is almost 
an unheard of horror. The Consul writes 
as follows :— 

‘* All who can are running away from 
this most unfortunate country, where faimn- 
ine, cholera and typhus has and is more 
than decimulating its population, At Tan- 
gier alone we hayo from thirty to forty 
cases of typhus per day, and at the city of 
Morocco tho, daily mortality by typhus 
is from 200 to 250 persons. The ordeal of 
death is complete. Parents eat their

A Gigantic Project. 


A scheme of colossal proportions has been 
projected by capitalists in Canada, which, 
when the plans haye beon completed, will 
provide for one of the most remarkable 
roadways in the world. It is proposed to 
build a roadway under the Canadian bank 
of the river, below the great falls, from the 
forry landing, opposite Prospect Park, to 
Queenston, opposite the village of Lewis- 
ton, where connection can bo had with the 
lake steamors, The proposed road will be 
laid out aboye high water mark, will be 36 
foot wide, with an elevated foot path on 
the outor edge, and will be built as level as 
engineering skill can make it. Such a road, 
properly built and muintained,would afford 
‘one of the most magnificiont drives in the 
world, Tho project is in the hands of a 
number of Canadian capitalists, among 
whom are Messrs, Pierce, Howard & Co,, 
of Clifton, Mr Swinyard, of Hamilton, and 
others, The right of way for such a road 
will be obtained by 4 charter from the Do- 
minion Government, and the construction 
will be undertakon by a stock company 
with not loss than $100,000 capital. It is 
ostimated that the building of such n road 
will coat in the neighborhood of 85,000 por 
mile. It not proposed at present to con- 
templato the extension of the road farther 
thau from the ferry landing to the whirl- 
pool, bat the chartor will provide for the 
right of way to tho village of Queonaton, a 
distance of about soyen miles,—Niagara 
Falls Gazette,

The Sugar Trade. 


The prophegics. which wero 80 froely in. 
dulged in by Mr, Cartwright and the Grit 
press, that the price ,of sugar would be 
largely enhanced to the Canadian consumer 
by opening our market to the productions 
of refineries in this country, have failed of 
fulfilment. The Montreal Gazette makes 
the case clear as followa:—‘‘The only ox. 
tenuating circumstance to | which ‘the 
Liberal Government could point, for the 
destruction of the sugar refining industries 
in Canada and direct trade with the West 
Indies, wis'thé jprésdined reduction in the 
cost of 5} Bl consumer. — ** Perish 
tho commerce of the country, rather than 
increase prices to the consumer,” Was their 
battle-cry. Well, the National Policy has 
come into operation, sugar-refining has 
again become a leading industry, and the 
home market has been opened to Canadian 
refiners, (et, /té the condemnation of Grit 
~ theories, qsUmor is enjoying to-day 
a better sugar purchased at the same price 
as that paid under the old tariff. Before 
the introduction of the tariff ‘‘ Extra 0,” 
a bright gradé of Ambricin refined yellow 
sugar, was quoted in Montreal at 7Zc to 8c

The chair was occupied by the President 
of the Society, Liout.-Col. R, Croft Hulme, 
and the vice-chair by R. Newbery, Esq., 
lst Vico-Prosident. 

Tho edibles having been disposed of, the 
Chairman said it was with pride and pleas- 
uro ho rose to do the honors devolving on 
him as President of the Socloty. He thank- 
od tho sister Sociotios for their aid in send- 
ing their respective Presidents to support 
him. On his right was W. H. Ponton, Esq., 
President of the St. Andrew's Society, and 
on his left was E, MoMahon, Esq., Presi- 
dont of the St. Patrick's Society. He also 
thanked the Rey. Dr. Clark for his pres- 
ence, and tho excellent sermon he preached 
to them to-day. Tho Society was formed 
in 1843, Its motto is ‘* peace on earth and 
good will toward men.” They desired to 
accumulate money to be better able to dis- 
pense charity, and assist those who are un- 
able to help themselves. He congratulated 
tho relief committee on the success of their 
efforts. On Christmas day thut committeo 
had provided thirty-two families with good 
substantial English dinners, who otherwise 
would not havo had the luxury ; and dur- 
ing thu year, that committee had ministered. 
to the wants of thirty-seven families. Ho 
was not aware, until he became President 
of the Society, that so much poverty oxisted 
among the English people ; hence the ne- 
cessity of this Society. He was glad to have 
been in a position to relieve his fellow couv- 
trymen. Through tho kindness of our pros- 
ent excellent Mayor, he had succeeded in 
obtaining passes for tho destitute to differ- 
ent parts of the country, and he took this 
opportunity of thanking him for his kind- 
ness. Ho regretted to announce that two 
had died during the year who had to be 
buried at the expense of the Society, which 
motives alone weré worthy any Englishman 
to contribute to tho funds of the Society, 


per lb. ; immediately after the announce- 
ment of the change in duties,: this same 
sugar was quoted at 8ho to 8¥o, and woe 
and Jamentations went up from the whole 
Grit preas on behalf of the poor consumer.

that while the former is lighter in color, 
the latter has much greater strength. Tho 
theory of thé National: Policy incroasing 
the price of sugar is thus exploded, and 
We aro shown to havo been’ sacrificing a 
largo home industry and an important for- 
eign trade to acquire a benofit which exist- 
od only in the imagination of the gentle- 
men who controlled the fiscal policy of the 
late Government.” 


Hanlan and the English Critics, 


Tho English critics continue to criticise 
unfayorably the comparatively slow stroke 
of our Canadian champion sculler, as con- 
trasted with the shorter stroke of the Eng- 
lish oarsmen. Thoy aro quite satisfied 
with the mode in which his boat travels, 
with the power of the stroke, and tho ra- 
pidity of the recovery, but they profess to 
be unable to conceife how an oaraman who 
strikes but from 28 to 32 per minute can 
outspeed one who makes from 36 to 40 
strokes in the same time, and come to the 
conclusion'that the man who puts his oars 
irto and. draws them out of the water tho 
greatest number of times in a minute must 
necessarily make tho fastest progress, 
Seemingly they forget that Chambers and 
Kelley, fwo of the most oxpert and suc- 
cessful watermon that England eyer pro- 
duced, pulled much the same length of 
atroke that Hanlan does, although even 
their fine skill was probably inferior to 
that of the young Canadian. The shorten- 
ing of tho. stroke dates from the time of 
Renforth, but ho was an exceptional man, 
and others who are physically his inferiors, 
whilst following his example and in fact 
enlarging upon it, have not the samo pow- 
or to sustain tho immense additional exer- 
tion that tho increase in the rapidity with | 
which the oars are pulled through the wa- | 

ter requires, 

Asan English writer has recently stated, 
the results of tho sculling contests in that 
country now-a-days are decided in the 
the first mile or mile and a half, and that 
tho romainder of the distance is in effect a 
mere paddle, tho swift atroke having ex- 
hausted the competitors. Hanlan, on the 
contrary, cin mAintain his long stroke over 
a fi¥o mile coursd, never falling below 26, 
ashe proved at Lachine in October lost 
in his race with Courtney, and still be com- 
parativoly fresh at that. On that occasion 
the fivo miles, with aturn, in water with 
numerous currents and eddies, and rough- 
oned by a rain squall, wore gono over in 
36 minutes and 22 seconds —an achiove. 
mont which it would seriously puzzlo the 
best of tho présont goncration of English 
oarsmon to rival, oven could thoy maintain 


thoir rato of striking at 40. In truly akil- 
ful hands the Yong stroke has always proy- 
od the mont offective in along rac 0, and if 
Hanlan keopsy well wo. incline to the 
opinion that ho will, on the bth of May, 
show to the world that previous experience 
was well®fourided and that tho desire to 
ignore It has been a mistakon one;

Ho 
referred at considerable length to the 
achievements of the British army, and 
to the desporate battles they had been en- 
gaged in, such as Alma, Balaclava, do. It 
mado our hearts beat with emotion whon 
we thought of being allied ; yes, part and 
parcel of that noble army which performs 
such great deeds of valor, always willing to 
do or die. He referred at some length to 
the action of the British soldiers in Zulu- 
land, saying numerous examples of this 
sort might be quoted. ‘Lhe daring exploits 
of the Army and Navy are emblazoned on 
every page of history. 

Mr. Graham then sang ‘‘'The Battle of 
Trafalgar.” 

Tho noxt toast was the “Day and all 
who honor it.” Replied to by the Rey: 
Dr. Clarke, who said ho thought all civil- 
ized nations ought to honor tho day. He 
had not the pleasure of the acquaintance of 
St. George. No doubt ho did oxiat either 
bodily or spiritually—probably he was an 
Israelite who made his Way west and the 
English adopted him as their patron saint: 
If a man, he said, was to go to England 
and then return again, he would not won- 
der that Englishmen wero proud of their 
country. England does not only rule the 
waves, but the whole world. Tho whole 
world is adopting the English language. 
When we see foreigners, how soon we per- 
ceive them learning the English language, 
Whence came we? Who wero our. ancen- 
tors? Here the Rev. gentleman gave a 
long dissertation as to who they were,which 
we would like to give in full if space would 
permit. Suffice it to say that the people 
whom Julius Cesar found thore were not 
they. It would be interesting to discover 
that tho English Queen had descended from 
the house of David, and that the ancient 
prophesics are now being fulfilled. In the 
chapel of Honry VIL. there is astone which 
the English would expend any amount of 
money to defend. It is believed thet that 
stone is a atone of destiny, which will somo 
day point out that Victoria is not a Gentile 
Queen.

Rubber tubes are mado by wrapping slips 
of rubber or rubber-cloth around a mandril 
of glass, which is afterwards withdrawn, 
the layers and the, edges being joined by 
salyants or jieat. ' 

To make leather adhere closoly to motal, 
the leather is atoeped in an infusion of gall 
nuts, a layer of hot glue is spread upon the 
metal, and the leather forcibly applied to 
it'on the fleshy sido, Tt must be allowed 
to dry under the samé pressure: 

Enameled slate, as it is callud, is work- 
ed for chimney-picces to represent marbles 
and for othor decorative purposes. Tho 
process, which. is simply patuting, driad at 
great hont, roquiras tojby well dono, ta be 
really lasting. 

Marble for mantels, tombstones, and 
generally where thin ,pieves are,required, 
is divided by, a saw, which is: a plain nar- 
row plate of stool, and effacts the division 
of the stone by attrition, being constantly 
supplied with sand and water, 

Rubber  beltiry is formed by laying to- 
gether a sufficient number of layers of the 
vulcanized gum or gum cloth, and subject- 
ing them to the action of a flat press at a 
heat of 280°. Additional ‘hardness is at- 
tained by the use of a larger proportion of 
sulphur and the application of greater heat.

The principal ob- 
ject to be accomplished. ja the,expulsion of 
tho carbonic acid gas which enters into‘its 
composition. 
The covering of pulleys with leather, in 
many establishments whore there is a do- 
ficiency of power, would produce sych., an 
improvement as to astonish those not ac- 
uainted with its value. Large pulleys and 
(icin may be covered by,narrew strips of 
leather, wound around sprially; but narrow 
pulleys should be covered by leather of 
same width as pulley. faco, 

India paper is the namo given to & paper 
mado with one exceeding fine surface, and 
used for taking tho finest impressions of 
steel, steelplate and wood engravings. It 
is made by the Ohinese from tho jnner 
bark 6f the bamboo. It is imported in 
shevts 25x26 inches. The Chinesé also 
muke paper of the barks of the elm and 
mulberry, of the cotton-tree, hemp, wheat- 
ttraw, rice and rice-straw. 

When water freezes)it undergoes a sud- 
don expansion. The amount of its expan- 
sion is found to be about ten per cent.— 
more vxactly, 1000 cubic feet of water at 
freezing point becomes 1102 cubic feet of 
ice at the samo temperature. ‘The force of 
this expansion is almost irrgsistible, The 
common accident of the bursting of water 
pipes in frosty weather can therefore be 
oasily undorstood. The rypture takes place 
of course, during tho frost; but the rent 
being closed up with ice, no leakage of wa- 
ter takes place, It is only when the thaw 
nots in that the damage done to the. pipe 
becomes apparent,

the tariff as it was brought up for consid. 
eration. True, thoy only succeeded in 
having immonse majorities rolled up againat 
thom, which fact alone is sufficient to show 
the purely factious nature of their con- 
duct, 
‘One of the illustrations which they af- 
fected to tako yast interest in was the dairy 
business... Thoy objected to the duty on 
sac used’ for wrapping ‘cheeso in ; 
Jut the Minister of Financo knocked tho 
bottom out of their arguments, fine-spun 
Ghd plausible though they wore, by stating 
that the duty upon all Wrappers on cheose 
exported will be-refunded under tho draw- 
back system. They also complained of the 
duty on the salt used in the manufacture of 
cheeso, but supposing that the highest duty 
which is imposod, namely 12 cents per 100 
Ibs., wero placed’ upon the article, the en- 
hanced cost of each 100 Ibs, of choese, in 
the manufacture of which but from 2hto3 
‘Ibs. of salt is used, would be but one third 
of acent or thereabouts, an infinitesimal 
increase, which would never be felt by the 
manufacturer. Therofore, the attempt of 
the Grits to make capital out of tho dairy 
interests will bea miserable failure. The 
establishment in Canada of the business of 
manufacturing cheese on the co-operative 
principle is due not to the Grits, but to the 
Conservatives, who, by Placing a duty upon 
cheese, shut our marktes against the pro- 
ductions of the United States dairies and 
cauned tho establinhment of that Yast in- 
dustry, which brings into the country from 
two to three dollars per annum for cheese 
andayery large sum for butter, Under 
such a policy as that of the late Govern- 
ment we Would atill be importing cheese 
and butter from the United States, but a 
moasure of judicious Protection gave to our 
farmors a now industry, the profits and ad- 
vantages of which it is not necessary to on- 
large upon, as they aro well known to jour 
readors, 

Thus it is with other industries, They

Dominion Parliament, 
FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION, 


Orrawa, April 26. 

Aftor routine in the House of Oom. 
nions the Premior introducod a Bil) 
to anrendthe Indian Act. 

Mr. Bochard introduced a Bill to reduce 
tho salaries of Ministers, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ornors, and the indomnities of Senators and 
mombers of Parliament. 

Mr. Bergoron introduced a Hill to regu-

cars. 

A numbor of Government measures wero 
advanced a stage, and tho Bill respecting 
d ntatistics, with amondmenta 
mado in the Senate, was concurred in, and 
read a third time,

Mr. MoDonatp (Pictou) said it was in- 
tornided to bring the expenditure of main- 
tenance of penitentiaries as nearly ‘as pos- 
sible inte line, Inu Kingston the mainten- 
anco of prisoners was $78 per capita ; St. 
Vincent de Paul, $148; St. John, $75; 
Halifax, $92 ; Manitoba, $252. The cost 
of the penitentiarios was as follows :— 
Kingston, $170 a head; St. Vincent do

$570. - Tho difference was vory great, and 
it was tho intontion of the Government to 
mako the oxpenditure all over more 
like that of Kingston.

During the discus- 
sion Hon, Mr, Popo, (Campton) said he 
had been asked iu various parts of the 
country to provide further agents,and con- 
sidoring the number of people going to 
Manitoba ho was not sure that he would 
not have to do more than he had already 
done to. protect and take care of the people 
who had newly arrived hore. ‘There was 
no time in the history of thiscountry when 
it was moro important that a proper class of 
immigrants, men with capital who would 
sottlé on small farms, should be induced to 
come hete and become contributors to the 


which 


revenue of tho country. Nothing better 
could be done now for the country than to 
bring in people who would take up our 
wasto Nana While he was anxious to en- 
class of immigration he would 
ied in contributing one dollar 
towards bringing in men who would go in- 
to competition with our own workingmon 
and laborers, 

It transpired during the discussion that 
the expenses of the London office had been 
considerably reduced. 

On the item, cattls quarantine, $10,000, 
Hon. Mr. Pope said'the time for the ox- 
iring of the quarantine was the 6th of 
‘ay, but ho feared the Government would 
not,bo,ablo.to.disponse with it,without ex- 
posibg our own cattle to slaughtering im- 
modirtely on thoir arrival in England. He 
further said ho had done all he could to 
remedy the oxisting state of things and 
had laid before the Privy Council the fact 
that our railroads ‘and steamboats were 
suffering.

He 
had’ also nised if tho exportation of 
cattle from the West through tho castern 
States was stopped to endoayor to got per- 
mission for the cattle from the western 
States to be broght through Canada, But 
tho American Government had made no 
reply:;,and he presumed that they did not 
want to come to any arrangement aa thoy 
thought it would not be in tho interests of 
their steamboats and railroads...He had 
submitted’ the question. to thes Privy 
Council whether if we. mad thor- 
ough inspection of cattle from tha Wes, 
Placing an inspector at thy port o} entry 
and an inspector at the port’ of al ipment, 
cattle could be brought through. Tho 
answer was distinctly :—'That if United 
States cattlle were allowed transit through 
Canada we must be scheduled like the 
United States,”

It is a mistake, often mado with serious re- 
sults, to feed hens reserved for laying pur 
pores on grain that produces an excess of fat. 
"This practico candes disease, As soon as) sho 
has attained her ‘full growth and plumage, 
she should soon commence secreting oggs. 
over-fatness occur before this, the oviduct is 
crowded and injured, consequently there is 
not sufficignt room for the fall-formed/egg. 
It in crowded in its passage, rémaibs too ‘Tong 
in the egg-sack, which is weakened by the 
heat caused from the presence of so much 
fat, and cannot discharge its duty, consequent- 
ly the ogg romaine in the sack; and is follow: 
ed by anothor and another, until the hen is 
woighed down with a load from which she 
can obtain no relief, At length disease and 
inflammation sot in, and if not relieved, death 
follows. All this is brought about by in- 
judicious feeding. Pullots are seldom atffect- 
ed by it, but yearling and two-year old birds 
suffer most, and require the greater care on 
this score. ' Some birds take on fat mors than 
others. State corn produces more fat than 
the samo quantity of western, and tho latter 
is to be preterrediten the production ‘of eggs, 
particularly with*the larger breeds. “The 
Asiatics have a prononeds for producing flesh, 
and after that is obtained, of making a soft 
oily fat, like ‘that’ nade by water fowls. 
Hence their deficient egg production. I do 
not say thag the Asiatics aro.any, more liablé 
to disease than others whe handled ‘aright, 
It will not do to treat all breeds alike. With 
the Spanish there is seldom danger of over- 
fatness, and corn is a standard grain for their 
consumption, while the caso. is the royorse 
with the Leghoros. Tho former manafacturo 
the surplus matter into eggs,and give perhaps 
the largest egg of any breed of domestic fowls, 
There refer to the red-faced black Spanish 
or Minoreas. Tho whito-faved may porhaps

Farm and Garden. 

Six bushels of peas aro equal to ten 
bushels of corn for fattening hogs,and peas 
yield a Jarger number of bushols per acre 
than corn, 

If potatoes are planted in hills they 
should be about three feet and ten inches 
apart cach way, and if in drills from fifteen 
to twenty inches apart. 

Window boxes contéining vegetable 
plants, may bo set. out during mild days, 
and, whon it may be dono without risk of 
froat, be left out all night.

The Glasgow Bank, 
Decision of the House of Lords. 


Giascow, April 7th.—The unfortunate 
shareholders of the City of Glasgow Bank— 
or thoae, at all events, who were not ex- 
hausted by tho first call of £500 per sharo— 
now know their fate. This afternoon the 
liquidators issued a second call for the 
crushing amount of £2,250 per share, It 
lus been understood here for some little 
timo that the liquidators were prepared to 
take this step in the event of the decision 
in the trustees’ appeal case going in their 
favor, What the call would have been had 
the House of Lords relieved the trustees 
from personal liability, it is impossible to 
say. In some quarters it has been csti- 
mated that the amount would have been 
close on £5,000 a share. But the liquida- 
tors have not been called on to face such a 
result. The final court of appeal yesterday 
decided that trustees aro as much liable, to 
the extent of their own means, as if they 
had been ordinary shareholders of the bank, 
and as this was all the liquidators had been 
waiting for, thoy havo now issued their big 
call, Even although the amount is no more 
than was expected, itis only after the do- 
mand has been made that people are begin- 
ning to realize what it means. 


It means, simply, ruin to every sharo- 
holder of the bank. The extent of tho suf- 
fering which this call will entail can be 
made yery clear by the use of a few simple 
figures. The stock of the bank, which 
amounted to £1,000,000 sterling, was held 
by 1,250 shareholders. But the first call 
of £500 per share has completely exhausted 
450 of these shareholders, who held stock 
amounting to upward of £600,000. The 
following figures show ata glance an ap- 
proxiniate estimate of the differont amounts 
already practically exhausted by the fiscal 
call ; -

has fallon on Scotch banking through the 
failure of the City of Glasgow Bank.

This boing the result of tho first call, the 
question naturally suggests itself, how 
many of the remaining 800 shareholders 
can be expected to meet the further de- 
mand of £2,250 per share? Or, to put it 
in another way, How many men holding 
£1,000 of stock, who have already paid 
£5,000, will be able to pay £22,500 more ? 
The only answer that can be returned is 
that, except ina very few cases—so few 
that they might be numbered by holding 
up the fingers of both hands—none of 
them will be able to meet it to the full 
extent. 


The City Bank capital, held by these 
chareholders, and which, in the case of the 
majority of them, cost two and a half times 
more than its stated value, is all gone. 
Thon thoy have met the call of £500, and, 
as their other investments must have suf- 
fered a heavy depreciation, it is not too 
much to assume that since October last the 
sharcholders have lost £1,000 for every 
£100 they held of City Bank stock, Even 
to the wealthiest of them—and it ought to 
be remembered that the stock was prin- 
cipally held by the respectable middle class 
—this reverse of. fortune has been a severe 
blow. To the additional call, which is 
nearly five times as great as the first, the 
greater part of the remaining shareholders 
will undoubtedly succumb, 

But even if every contributor were 
squeezed dry it seems open to question 
whether the required sum can be raised. 
The liquidators want something like £4,- 
000,000 sterling to meet all the claims 
against the bank, Can such a sum be ob- 
tained from those who remain liable? In 
the opinion of those best able to form a 
correct judgment in the matter it cannot. 
That is to say, that the call will crush all 
but a very few shareholders, if not the 
whole of them, yet fail to realize what is 
required. People are asking themselves 
whether any remedy can be found to avert 
the fearful amount of human misery which 
must follow from this gigantic call. Vari- 
‘ous schemes have been suggested assist 
the shareholders to meet the sum required 
to pay tho debts of the bank, Tho most 
feasible was that of a lottery, but the law 
officers of the crown put their foot on that 

Jan just as it was on the point of being 
launched. Other schemes have also fallen 
to the ground, and the only thing left is 
an appeal to the creditors to accept loks. 
than thoir duc. This is of course a great 
falling off from the heroic spirit which ani- 
mated the shareholders when the crash 
first camo upon thom. At the meoting, 
which has now become historical, held in 
this city after the report of the investigat- 
ors was published, showing a doficiency of 
£6,000,000 sterling, great admiration was 
excited by a speech mado by a clergyman 
of the Church of Scotland, the Rev. F. 
Lockhart Robertson, who declared that, 
come what may, the creditors of the bank 
would be paid to the uttermost farthing. 
But this noble policy is now seen to be no 
longor possible, and proposals for a com- 
promise ara being made with tho creditors. 

As yot these have had little success, It 
is with the London creditors that tho great- 
ost difficulties hayo been experionced, A 
lotter written last week by the Ohairman 
of the London Committeo of shareholders 
announcos that after the most caroful in- 
quiry not a single London creditor has 
been found who is disposed to accept any- 
thing less than 20 shillings in the pound, 
Theso croditors aro determined ty hays 
their bond and nothing less, Much of 
course may bé said in support of this do- 
mand. Many of the creditors are thom: l- 
vos poor and struggling—amall depositors 
to whom tho denial of a fow shillings in the 
pound may mean sovere privation or bank- 
ruptey. But in tho long run even those 
pooplo will be forced to accopt the inovit-

They also seem desirous 
of securing Sitting Bull’s assistance to ob- 
tain another and better treaty. 

The reverend gentleman further says 
that there is great uneasiness among the 
non-treaty Indians, and a part of the treaty 
Indians as well. During tho whole winter 
there had beon a great deal of distress 
among the Indians near Cypress. He says: 
‘We have had a very severe winter. Since 
Now Year's Day I cannot say that we have 
had a fortnight of good weather. My peo- 
ple here, Half-breeds and Indians, are 
pretty well provided with provisions, but 
they begin to feel a little anxious for tho 
spring. Assiniboines, Blackfeet and Sarcees 
are coming in this direction, and all are in 
great want; but the Half-breeds cannot af- 
ford to shut their doors against their stary- 
ing fellow mon. 


Writing again on the 10th of March 
Father Lestanc says that five or six days 
ago a party of thirty-three policemen under 
Major Irvine came from Cypress and ar- 
reated two Indians, whom they took to Fort 
Walsh on the following day, but does not 
mention the offence of which they were 
guilty. 

Mr. Joseph Sayers, who came in onThur- 
day, says that trade is dull for overything 
except flour, tobacco and tea, and that the 
horses being poor and the snow deep it was 
hard to catch buffalo. Red Deer River was 
open, and ducks and geese had begun to ar- 
rive. 


A Bird That Turns Somersaults. 


‘Thore’s a pretty little bird that lives in 
China, and is called the Fork-Tailed Parus. 
Ho is about af big asarobin, and he has a 
red beak, orange-colored throat, greon back, 
yellow legs, black tail, and red-and-yellow 
wings.

countries to which the German idiom is un- 
familiar, butin which the children of Teut 
have founda home. Germans settled in 
Russia annually despatch tanks full of liv- 
ing sterlot tothe Emperor, who is known 
to be partial to that delicate fish, which, 
to be eaten in perfection, must reach the 
cook's hands in a condition of healthy 
vitality. Consignments of fresh caviaro 
are forwarded from Astrachan, by German 
morchanta there established, and arrive at 
their destination punctually upon the 22nd 
of March, to be sorved up at his Majesty's

fowl. Tea and cunning preserves from 
China, vases and ornaments from Japan,rare 
stuffed birds from the tropics converge from 
tho Imperial Palace during those breezy 
birthdays, together with thousands of tele- 
grams and letters from all parts of the 
world conveying to the emperor the loyal 
folicitations and hearty rood wishes of Ger- 
man-born men, women, and children too, 
forthe Kaiser is adored by the growing 
generation, and the effusions of juvenile 
hero worship received by him on these oc- 
casions may be numbered by hundreds. 
His faithful subjects at home overwhelm 
him with presents, many of which would be 
doomed singularly inappropriate to royalty 
in countries whoro simplicity of feeling and

revalent than thoy still are in Germany, 
Sausages, seven feet long and as thick as 
a paviour’s rammer, huge carved caska of 
beer, cases of Dantzig strong wator, Pom- 
eranian smoked goose-breasts and black 
puddings, bottles of raro old wine with 
their histories appended in masterpieces of 
caligraphy, glass aquaria full*of fish fixed 
in transparent jolly, instead of swimming 
in water, como to hand in bewildoring var- 
jety, chiefly from the older provinces of 
the strictly Prussian realm. Bavarian, 
Saxon, Wurtomborg, and Baden congratu-

Ever mindful of tho interests of this Riding, 
while assisting to enact euch laws as will be 
beneficial to the Province at largo, I will at 
all times endcavor to keep the controllable 
expenditure as low asis consistent with tho 
public service, and tho whole expenditure

Law Reyorm.—I believe in a- system of 
equity in all our Law Courts, and that tho 
procedure of the present Court of Chancery 
should be so simplified that common suitors 
would not so frequently find their estates 
ruined with law costs.

other parts of En ‘Thos. Dundas 
Karl of Selkirk, a distinguished nobleman, 
a fow years earlier than the period of dis 
tress had purchased a large tract of land in 
British America from the Hudson Bay 
Company, with the intention of settling it 
with emigrants from Scotland, but in u- 
sequence of the determined opposition of 
the Hudson Bay Company and the North- 
West Company at Montreal, the scheme of 
colonization was only yery partially 
out, and having failod at home Karl Sel- 
kirk turned his attention to the distr 
Swiss. Ho prepared and caused to be pub- 
lished in the French and German languages 
A pamphlet-giving a full but somewhat ex- 
aggerated description of the new country, 
e, soll, and productions, and 
to ull heads of families, or those 
who were unmarried and over 21 years of 
age, land free of cont, with seeds,cattle and 
farming implements, all ona credit of three 
yoors. The pawphlet was freely distribut- 
ed by Lord Selkirk’s nts in the French- 
speaking Cantons of Neuchatel, Vaud and 
Geneva,and inthe German-speaking Canton 
of Berne. Many young aud middle-aged 
men in these cantons, having become wear: 
of the condition of Affairs at home, decided 
to emigrate to British America under the 
auspices of Lord Selkirk, and formed a 
colony ‘for that purpose. In the May of 
1821 the colonists assembled at a small vil- 
lage on the Rhine, near Basle, and were 
floated down the river on two flat-bot- 
tomed barges. At the ond of ten days they 
reached a village near Rotterdam, where a 
staunch ship, tho Lord Wellington, was in 
readiness to take them torthe New World, 
They had a distressing voyage of nearly 
four months,during which their provisions, 
which were at no time of the quality pro- 
mised, fell short’ Falling in with two 
English vessels in Hudson Bay, they had 
their stock replenished, and at-length land- 
ed. at York Fort, The colonists were em- 
barked in batteaux, and commenced the 
ascent of Nelson River. Propelling their 
heavy laden boats by rowing, often against 
a strong current, at the end of twenty days 
Lake Winnipeg was reached, and here new 
troubles awaited thom. The season was 
advanced, the fall storms had set in, and 
their progress along the west shore of tho 
lake, 260 miles in length, was slow and 
Yabout After a day’s hard Jaboring, 
often agalust Head winds tha littl fleet of 
boats would put into some sheltered spot, 
where th weary svoyageurs, perhaps 
drenched with rain or benumbed with cold, 
would kindle fires,and all be made as com- 
fortable as possible for the night. In ad- 
dition to these discouragements and dis- 
comforts, their supply of provisions gave 
out, and the few fish they were able to 
catch were barely sufficient to keep them 
from starving. At the end of threo 
weeks, much timo having been lost by re: 
non of high wind and storms, they arrived, 
half famished, at the mouth of the Red 
River, where, to their dismay, they learn- 
od that the locusts or grasshoppers had 
passed through the country the summer 
before, literally destroying all the crops. 
With heavy hearts they proceeded up the 
river some 35 miles to ort Douglas, situ- 
ated on the west bank of the river, near 
the site ‘of the present Fort Garry,then the | 
principal trading-post and headquarters of 
the Hudson's Bay Company. Gov. Alex- 
ander McDowell and the qther officers of 
the Company, by their cordial welcome and 
earnest efforts to supply their wants and 
make them comfortablo,not only gladdened 
their hearts, but did much to make them 
forgot the hardships of their long voyage. 
As, however, there was not saflicient 
provisions to last during the winter, some 
seventy-five of the younger and more hardy 
of the colonists were sent to Pembina, 
where some jerked Bufulo meat aud pem- 
micau were obtained, but not nearly enough 
to aupply the wants of the colony. ‘The 
winter was long and intensely cold, with 
unusually heavy falls of snow, and great 
distreas was suffered by all ; but the health 
of the colonists continued good, despite the 
severity of the winter and the insulliciency 
of food. The opening of spring found 
them ready to enter on tho Jands al- 
lotted to them at La Fourche. — Lord. Sel- 
kirk had died at Pau, France, the autumn 
before thoir departure from Switzerland, 
but the fact had been withheld from thom 
util after their arrival at Fort Dou . 
Consequently no provision had been made 
to supply them with seeds aud farming im- 
plomenta, as promised them before their 
departure from the Old World, They 
were therefore compelled, with fow excep 
tions, to use the ordinary hoe and spade 
in turning over the sod, and in prepanng 


ious. 


Canadian farmers. However, as tho re- 
sultof s hard summer's work, the women 
nesiating the men, and the soil being ro- 
markly productive, the crops raisod, with 
what thoy obtained from the oldest acttlors 
carried them through the succeeding wine 
tor vory comfortably, In the spring of 
22, a herd, of cattle, mostly cows, wad 
distributed amongst tho Swiss sottlors. 
This distribution of cattle, which had been | 
contracted for by Lord Selkirk ro hia | 
death, was all that had been dono for tho 
coloniate in fulilment of the pledges made 
bofore their departure from Kuropo. Asa 
consequence dissatinfaction soame gonoral, 
and a dotermination was mado by 0 largo 
part of tho colonists to dopart tho first 
Jo moment for tho United States, 
h country of which they had Joarned much 
since their arrival at Red River, In tho 
ppring of 1823 thirteen families set out for 
the United States, live familios having 
provioubly loft with the drovers of the herd 
of cattle that was sent them, The jour 
noy of four hundred miles to Lako Tra 
vorao, was accomplished in rough wooden 
carts, constructed without irons, tho tires 
being of raw hide drawn tightly around 
the ghool, They suffered severe privations | 
on this journey, and wore frequently |

The canoes having been finished,they were

Fort St. Francis, where they were kindly 
received by tho officers of tho garrison, and 
warmly welcomed by their countrymen 
who had preceded them two years before. 
After afew weok’s revt, they staated for St. 
Louis. Arrived at that city, then contain- 
ing 6,000 inhabitants, they were welcomed, 
and the greater part of the emigrants leased 
lands near the city and cultivated them. 
They proved industrious, temperate and 
thrifty citizens. The cliniate of that region, 
however, was evidently unfayorable for 
thom, and the larger part fell sick. The 
process of acclimatization was slow and 
difficult, and by the end of the second 
summer most of them decided to remove to 
a cooler and more healthfal climate. The 
opening of tho lead mines of the North- 
Weat gava the wished-for opportunity, and 
in the spring and autumn of 1826 the major- 
ity of the omigranta removed to the Indian 
Agency at Gratiot’s Groye, fifteen miles 
north-east from La Pointe, and engaged in 
mining and smelting lead ore. Tho spring 
of 1826 was noted for the great rise of 
Water in the Red and Assiniboine Rivers, 
ewused by unusually deep snow of the pre- 
ceding winter. The lands of La Fourche 
were completely inundated. The loss sus- 
tained by the Swiss whoremained was very 
heavy, and at the earliest opportunity they 
left and joined their compatriots at the 
head mines, About six years later, when 
the Indian troubles began which culminated 
in a war known as the ‘*Black Hawk War” 
and volunteers wero called for, nearly all 
the men, withont regard of age, enlisted, 
and, having been accustomed to the uso 
of firearms, rendered the country of their 
adoption valuable service, The descend- 
ants of these colonists are numerous, and 
are found scattered throughout the North- 
west, the greatest being in the region of 
lead mines. Most of them are thrifty 
farmers and stock breeders. A few haye 
entered the professions and trade. All, as 
far as known, are temperate, industrious, 
and law abiding eftizens,

Dominivu Parliament. 


FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


Monpay, April 28. 

In the House of Commons, the Minister 
of Public Works introduced a Bill to amend 
and consolidate the Railway Act of 1863, 
and the Act amending the same. 

The resolutions relative to the adoption 
of a national currency system were then 
moved by Mr. Wallace (South Norfolk), 
who spoke in advocacy of the principles 
with which his name has become somewhat 
associated. He opened his remarks by re- 
ferring to the ridicule with which his efforts 
had been met. All monies, in his opinion, 
was fint, and the epithet had no special ap- 
plication to paper money. Gold was only 
made money by the fiat of a Government, 
Paper could be the samo. He claimed that 
a national currency based on the labour 
and public works of the Dominion, had a 
sounder basis than the promises to pay now 
in circulation, only 25 per cent. of which 
could actually be redeemed by the banks 
of the Dominion. If the public works could 
be considered as assets in borrowing money 
in tho markets of the world, then they 
should be considered as asseta with which 
to redeem a national currency. Proceod- 
ing, he claimed it was to the issue of prper 
money more than protection that the pros- 
perity of tho United States was due, and 
ho continued hia remarks for some length, 
advocating the details of his scheme. 

Mr. Cuanvron criticised at length the 
arguments advocated by the mover of the 
resolution, and referred in detail to the 
history of paper money in the various 
countries which had mado the experiment. 
Ho contended that the experiment in each 
instance had been a signal failure,and more 
especially in that country (tho United 
States) in which the experiment had with- 
in the present generation boon malo on a 
large scaly. ‘hore the people had discover 
ed the fallacy of the proceeding, and passed 
an adverse verdict on their previous action 
by a resumption of specie payment. — Tho 
niajor portion of His speech was occupied in 
defining the nature of money, and tho fac- 
ilities which gold offered asa medium of 
exchange. He claimed that instead of a 
vernment making money, as Mr. Wallace 
claimed, it only placed an impress upon tho 
money in ciroulation, and regulated it, In 
concluding his remarks he moved that the 
resolutions be read that day six months. 

Mr, Rovurpex addressed the House 
brictly, in favor of tho spirit of tho reso- 
lutions, if not exactly favorable to the sub- 
stance, Elis remarks were drawn to a closo 
by tho Speaker declaring it six o'clock, and 
leaving the chair,
